UR. EDGERION ASKING - BE-* 
PUBLIOAN 'PAVOR, 
DISMISSED BY MR. OLEVELAND. _AND. 
ASKING A REAPPOINTMENT FROM: 
THE INCOMING PRESIDENT, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. :11,—It will be interesting 
te hear from Mr. Foulke of Indiana; who-has 
recently made known the determination of the 
Indiana civil service reformers te hold Gen, - 
Harrison to as striet an aecount as has been.ex- 
acted from President Cleveland, what the In- 
diana civil service reformers will have te say to 
the propesitien to make ex-Commissioner Edg- 
erton a Commissioner again by Republican ap- 
vointment. Fer, strange as it mayseem,dt is 
nevertheless reported and ‘believed here that 
Mr. Edgerton, who has just been dismissed be- 
cause of his hostility to the service in which he 
was engaged, is already working for a reap- 
pointment by the incoming Presidents. 

It is incredible to assume, even for a moment,. 
*hat in the face of his professions of loyalty to 
the law, and with full knowledge of Edgerton’s 
boasted disloyalty to the law and the President, 
that Gen. Harrison will entertain the proposi-' 
tion to put back a man whose only claim to con- 
sideration is that of Gov. D. B. Hill to popu- 
jarity—the idiotic reiteration of the statement, 
“Tam a Demoerat.” 

The President ts as fully aware as anybody 
ean be that Edgerton’s retention for 80 long a 
time after his uselessness was demonstrated 
was a mistake. It began to be apparent soon 
after he was chosen, about four yoars ago, 
but the character of the man who recommended 
him justified the hope that he would at least be 
Sonorable to a trukt. Until revently he has 
been a nuisance, but the presence of twe friend- 
fy Commissioners to outvote and keep him 


harmless has made it impossible to be more 
shan that. While his vocal opposition was an- 
noying, it was not fatal te any objeet the Com- 
missioners had in view. Since the withdrawal 
of Commissioner Oberly to take charge of the 
Indian Office he has dropped the business of 
speculating im town lots, to which he appears 
to have devoted a great deal of time for which 
the Government was paying him a salary, and 
it became necessary to secure another Commis- 
sioner friendly to the cause. 

When, after many futile efforta, the President 
was able to see Mr. Edgerton, he plainly told him 
what he propesed to do. Instead of keeping the 
news of his proposed removal to himself, he aa- 
Vertised it, together with the fact that the Pres- 
idert had told him that he intended to pat in 
his place a man who was an outspoken friend 
rather than an avowed enemy of the cause he 
would serve, The tndelicacy of Edgerton in hold- 
ing on to his place and salary at the same time 
that he was denouncing the service, about 
wauich he knew very little, is proof enough to 
all Dut the most partisan of the propriety of 
Ris removal Atne time since Mr. Eagerton 
00k office, in 1885, had he made any preten- 
tions te be insympathy with the work of the 
Civil Servic Commission, and although drawing 
asalary asthe head of the commission, he 
was from first to last the persistent and e¢on- 
sistent obstructionist. 

Nothing that looked like a real widening of 
the scope of the merit system, or that was de- 
signed to perfect the system, received his sup- 
port. His idea seemed to be that after rules 
and regulations had been made according to 
*de Civil service law the commission had noth- 
ing further te do except to serve as a sort of 
directory of persons qualified to enter tne clasai- 
fied service. The rules and regulations were to 
be ieft to enforce themselves, and all 
appointing officers were to be allewed to 
conform te the law or not without let 
or hindrance. One of the most important 
actions taken by the commission was the call- 
ing together in conference in this city in 1887 
the Secretaries of lecal examining reads. The 
Secretaries met each other and the Cem mission- 
ers. They iearned how their duties should be 
performed and how the commission’s business 
‘Was carried on, and as the result of. the confer- 
ence there was a general unification of business 
methods that has been very great value in 
earrying on the work of civil service referm. 

Mr. Edeerten persistently opposed the hold- 
ing of suck a conference, and declared that it 
was a waste of public money to bring the Sec- 
retaries to Washington for instructiens. He 
Wanted no investigations of charges that ap- 

Sinting oilicers were disobeying the eivil serv- 

oe law, and the inquiries and investigations 

made by the commission in Philadelphia, Chi- 

eago, Baltimore, New-York, and other places, 

which resulted in great good to the service, 
were made in spite of his earnest opposition. - 
Mr: Edgerton could see no necessity for 
anything like a check upon the work of loca! 

@xaMiuing boards, and when the commissien 

adopted the plan of requiring duplicates of reg- 
istration lists and of all certifications, mark- 

ings, &c., made by auch boards, it was ayvalnst 
his protests, made over and over again. The 

organization ef a central beard of examiners, 

whieh has greatly increased the efficiency of 

the system, was effected only by overruling Mr. 

Edgerton. He had no sympathy with the reeent 
extension of the merit system se as to cover the 

Railway Mail Service, declaring that the com- 

mission was going too fast. 

Because of his ignorance of the business of 
the commission be did all he eould to prevent 
the giving of additional clerical help by Con- 
gress in the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Apprepriation bill passed last week. He had 
been in his office so littie that he knew nothing 
of the amount of work devolving upon the com- 
mission and the necessity for a larger force of 
clerks to keep up with the current business. 
Fuliy one-half of Mr. Edgerten’s time was 
spent elsewhere tkan in hia office, and while at 
his desk his principal werk was to re- 
ceive visitors and give out informa- 
tion which was regarded as confidential by 
bis rellew-Commissioners and which should not 
have been made public. It is declared by 
those who knew what has been geing en in the 
commission that for at least two years before 
the President removed Mr. Edgerton, the lat- 
ter’s entire work as a Commissioner was con- 
fined to the signing of letters already prepared 
for his signature. He took no part in the 
preparation of the various amendments te 
Yules and regulations promulgated while he 
was a Commissioner, nor in the rulings upon 
points of law and practice which the commis- 
gion was almost daily called upon to make. 

It was hardly to be expected that, under such 
eirocumstances, Mr. Edgerton should be familiar 
with the duties of the body of which he was the 
head, and his ignorance was never concealed. 
Mr. Edgerton’s numerous shortcomings might 
have been borne with more patience had he not 
Beized every opportunity to publicly denounce 
and deride the merit system, to sneer at the 
President and all other friends of the reform, 
and to display his ignorance of what he was 
talking about. As a Cemmissioner hé was 
always ready toe besmirch the commission, and 
tobe “interviewed” by representatives of jour- 
nals hostile tothe Administration appeared to be 
his special delight. A sample of bis utterances 
is recalled when, in December last, he declared, 
in a published interview, that civil service re- 
form was a hollow, extravagant fraud and 
would bankrupt the Treasury if it got a chance. 
He compared the reform to a potato vine 
growing in @ dark cellar ecoming up white, 
slender, and in a few days drooping and dying. 
In the sameinterview Mr. Edgerton sneered at 
the extension of the reform as being carried too 
far, and asserted there was no use in extending 
the scope of his eommission. 

Itis very deubtful whether the Senate will 
cenfirm Mr. 8. Thompson as Conamissioner. 
The Senate is hungry for patrenage. [t is culti- 
vating the ¢hance to gratify its appetite and 
the means to appease it by holding back all ap- 
pointments sentin by Mr. Cloevgland, se that 
when Gen. Harrison comes in there will be a 
larger list of prizes for him to award. If they 
neglect to coufirm Mr. Thompson the law re- 

uires that the President shall send in a 
Yemecrat. The Republican Senators probably 
hope to secure an advantageous deal by 
holding eff this appointment. It would 
pve absurd in the light of all these performanees 
for four years to attribute any worthy motive 
te them for refusing to confirm so eapabie and 
fitting a manas Mr. Thompson. It would be 
altogether in keeping with what they have 
hitherto done, it they should insist that Gen. 
Harrison sendin Kdgerton again, just for the 
sake of enabling the Senatora te say that they 
have again put Mr. Cleveland ‘‘in & hole.”

‘REMINISCENCES OF A CHICAGO’ DRY 
GOODS MERCHANT. 

ORIOAGO, Feb. 11.—J. W. Tuohy, @ Chicago 
dry goods merchant, contributes seme interest- 
ing reminiscences of Le Caron, the spy, whom 
he has known 16 years. “In the Summer of 
1887,” said Mr. Tuohy to-day, “I was prepar- 
ing to.go te Europe to establish relations with 
the manufacturers of our imported goods. I 
met the doctor quite accidentally, mentioning 
the fact to him and intimating that I wished he 
could ge along as interpreter, guide, «&c., offer 
ing to pay all his expenses. This proposition 
suited him.exactly, and being idle he accepted 
at onee. We sailed frem New-York July 
9 on the steamer Umbria. When we reached 
Queenstown Le Caron appeared very anxious to 

o to London and await my cowing, which he 
fia, I going through Ireland and Scotland. In 
London Le Caron appeared to be well posted, 
but he played bis part to perfection. I had let- 
ters of intreduction to Mr, O’Connor, member of 
Parliament, for admission to tne House ef Par- 
liament, and wanted Le Caron to go, but he 
said: ‘I wouldn't go into the House if yeu’d give 
me $10,000.’ Iasked him why, He explained: 
‘My dear fellow, I would compromise wy 
friends. i’d be known there.’ So I went alone, 

“Tn Paria, te which place we went direct from 
London, Le Caron appeared well acquainted, 
pointing out friends of Mr. Egan, places of in- 
terest, &c. Tne doctor had with him a Grand 
Army of the Republic auit, which he vut on as 
soon a8 we entered France, though I thought it 


. somewhat singular that he never wore itin 


England. He wore it through Germany, Bel- 
gium, and Switzerland, and appeared proud of 
the attention it attracted. 

* At Cologne Le Caron intimated that he was 
short of funds. I advanoed him all he wanted, 
which he promised to pay back When we reached 
London. his he did within a few hours after 
we landed, expldining that he had got it from 
his unele. The doctor wanted to stay in 
London after my Continental trip was over and 
did so, Le Caron returned here that same Fall, 
telling me he had found a European market for 
an Ameriean medieal specialty. He returned to 
Europe in December, 1887, establishing an 
office in Paris and London. He offered te act as 
my agent there, and I had several letters from 
him. He came here again in the Spring of 1888, 
when his boy, who was with Haverly’s Juvenile 
Minstrels, died. He was then 1n redueed cir- 
cumstances, and last Summer went to Braid- 
weod, where he opened an office to practice 
among his old patients.”

WAK ENDED. 


BUT ANYTHING BUT PEACK REIGNS ON 
THE JERSEY COAST. 

LONG BRANCH, Feb, 11.—The rate war which 
has been waged with such vigor along this por- 
tion of the New-Jersey coast for about a year 
between the Adams and United States Express 
Companies has come to an end through the 
iron-clad agreement recently entered into by 
the leading express companies of the country. 
There is no question that this agreement was 
the result of the big fight made last Summer 
against the Adams people for the coast trafiic 
by Senator Platt, the President of the United 
States Express Company. 

There is no little excitement along the coast 
over the ending of the war between the two cor- 
porations and the consequent heavy increase in 
rates. Packages of the size whieh were 
brought from New-York for 25 cents sow oust 
from 40 cents to $1 each. The meat dealers are 
the greatest sufferers by the new rates. During 
the last year the rate from New-York per 100 
pounds was 25 cents. From New-York to Long 
Branch it 1s new 60 cents per hundredweight. 
The new rate from the meat storage house at 
Long Branch, the principal one on the coast, to 
Asbury Park is 40 eents. The most of the meat 
sold at Asbury Park and Ocean Grove is pur- 
chased at Long Branch. 

The meat dealers of “ The-Twin-Cities-by-the- 
Sea” are wild with indignation ever the latter 
rate, as itis only six miles from Leng Branch 
to Asbury Park. They have decided to organize 
an independent express wagon route frem Long 
Branch through Dea! Beach, Loch Arbour, 
North Asbury Park, and Asbury Park to Ocean 
Grove, This pew company will be well equipped, 
and in addition to carrying dressed meats will 
do a general expresa business. The low express 
rates of the last year seriously crippled the 
freight receipts of the New-York and Long 
Branch Railroad Company. ~ 





INTERCOLLEGIATE BOATING. 

NEW-HAVEN, Feb, 11.—Next June will see a 
larger number of college races rowed on the 
Thames at New-London than ever before since 
the attention of the college earsmen was called 
there. As now understood among Yalensians, 
there will be six events of importance, with a 
possibility of eight. Anda there will be nine 
eight-oared crews quartered on the banks of 
the river about Gates Ferry fora good part of 
the month. With coxswains, substitutes, at- 
tendants, and steam launch men, itis heped 
there will be at least 125 men on the river en- 
deavoring to uphold the colors of thelr respect- 
ive colleges. 

This ia a phenomenal increase in the number 
of participants and events, and is creating a 
boom in intercollegiate boating that has net 
been equaled since the abandonment of the 
contests on Saratoga Lake and Lake Quinsiga- 
mond at Worcester, if, indeed. at any time. It 
speaks volumes for the desirability of the 
Thames course, 

As now @alculated in the Yale Boat Club the 
event of the year at New-London will be the 
Yale-Harvard straightaway. Allother contests 
are, of course, considered side shews uatil this 
has beep dispased of... Is will be preceded by 
the Columbia-Harvard ’Varsity four-mile race, 
and also by the Yale-University of Pennsylvania 
Freshman two-mile race on the lower half of 
the Thames course. Besides these there will be 
the two-mile contests between the Yale and 
Columbia Freshmen now, regarded as a cer- 
tainty and also that between the Columbia and 
Harvard Freshmen. 

Thereis aiso @ possibility that the Yale Fresh- 
men may get acharwes to row Harvard, and it 
is expected that the Columbia 'Varsity crew will 
make an effort torow the winuer in the Yale- 
Harvard Varsity. Itis certain, however, that 
if Yale is the winner in this race she wall not 
give Columbia the satisfaction desired. 





WHY JUDGE WADE I18 OPPOSED. 

Botte, Montana, Feb. 11.—There is a protest 
being circulated in this city against the con- 
firmation of Judge Wade, who has been nomi- 
nated by President Cleveland as Chief-Justice 
of the Territory. There is no politics in the 
protest, butitis placed on personal grounds. 
The charge against the Judge is that during his 
16 years onthe bench he made a favorite of 
Warren Toole to such an extent as to enable 
the latter to build up the biggest law practice 
On Judge Wade’s retiring 
from the bench he entered into partnership 
with Toole, and now Joe Toole, Warren’s 
brothexs, has seeured Juage Wade’s renomina- 
tion. The lawyers who are making the protest 
say this merely means a repetition. ef faverit- 
ism, and they will attempt to prevent it. The 
matter is being kept dark and no one wishes to 
assume the responsibility for it. Itis said that 
& protest is also being circulated in Helena. 





e POPULAR LEGISLATION. 
LitTLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 11.—The State Sen- 
ate this morning passed a Dbillto establish a 
Bureau of Mining, Manufacture, and Agricult- 


ure, It provides for a Commissioner at $1,800 
per year, and appropriates $18,000 to carry out 
its provisions. It is the most important legisla- 
tion of the session. The bill will, it is under- 
stood, have little opposition in the House, the 
agricultural wheel, claimingito represent 60,000 
or 70,000 farmers throughout the State, having 
recommended its passage.

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LONDON'S GREAT MYSTERY 


SUPPOSBD ARREST OF THE 
WHITKROCOHAPHL ORIMINAL. 

A WIFE MURDER IN DUNDEB WHICH 
CONNECTS THE HUSBAND WITH THE 
LONG LIST OF ATROCITIES, 

Lonpon, Feb. 11.—The body of a woman, con- 
cealed in a wooden chest, was discovered to- 
day by the police of Dundee. The abdomen 
was cut open and the body otherwise mutilated, 
The chest was so small that the murderer, had 
been compelled to squeeze the body into it. 

A dispateh from Dundee says ‘that the mur- 
derer is W. H. Bury, the husband of the victim. 
Bury was a resident of Whitechapel, London, 
and his antecedents, which have been traced, 
suggest that he is prebably “ Jaek the Ripper,” 
and that he is subject to fits of uncenscious 
murder mania. The post-mortem examination 
held en the body of the Dundee victim proved 
that the woman had first been strangled and 
that her body had then been mutilated, the ab- 
domen being ripped open and the legs and arms 
twisted and broken, 

Bury says that he leff Whitechapel three 
weeks ago. He refused to be od he left there, 
and acknowledges that he had no business re- 
quiring his attention in Dundee. He says that 
he and his wife drank heavily last night before 
retiring, and that does not know how he get 
to bed. When he woke up, he says, he found 
his wife lying upen the floor with a rope around 
her, neck. Actuated by a sudden mad impulse 
ter which he cannot account, he seized a knite 
and slashed the body. Upon reason returning, 
he became alarmed and hastily crushed the 
body inte the chest in which it was found, 
thinking to fly and make his escape. He found, 
however, that he vould not leave his wife’s 
body, and@ he finally resolved to inform the 
police, 

The theory of the police officials is that Bury’s 
wife knew of facts connecting him with the 
East End atrocities, and that she took hii to 


Dundee in the hope of preventing a recurrence 
of the crimes.

FRENCH ELECTORAL BILL. 

Paris, Feb. 11.—Gen. Boulanger was present 
in the Chamber of Deputies to-day. The Cham- 
ber voted urgenoy for the debate on the Serutin 
@ Arrondissemeni bill, the vote standing 283 to 
274. 

Premier Floquet said he had beon a supporter 
of scrutin de liste, but had renounced his advo- 
cacy of that system In the face ef the sentiment 
of the country, which was now manifesting it- 
self strengiy in favor of s¢rulin d’arrondisse- 
ment. They were, he centinued, in the presence 
of a conspiracy of party eoalitions and preten- 
sions founded on treason. They must thwart 
the electoral conspiracy while waiting for the 
power of the law to foil unlawful cenepiracy. 
{Applause from the Left.) The ees Se a 
vote of 290 to 266, then agreed to proceed with 
the discussion of the articles of the scrutin 
@ Arrondissement bill, all of whieh were after- 
ward adopted. The members of the Right de- 
manded that the final vote on the bill asa whole 
be an Open one, each Deputy declaring his vote 
from the tribune, This was agreed to. 

The committee of the Senate to-day discussed 
& measure providing that persons publishing 
slanderous and offensive personal statements 
shall be summarily dealt with by the Correc- 
tional Tribunal. M. Guyot-Dessaigne, the Min- 
ister of Justice, said he regretted that urgency 
was net demanded for the measure, It was 
high time to stop the outrageous language of a 
portion of the press. In consequence of the 
Minister’s remarks the committee, by a vote of 
192 to 63, agreed to grant urgency for the bill, 
which was afterward passed. 

The bill was passed by a vote of 268 to 222, 
The Chamber then adjourned until Thursday. 

lt is reported tbat leading financial houses of 
this city are negotiating with the object of form- 
ing @ new combination to complete the Panama 
Canal and prevent its passing into the hands of 
foreigners. M. de Lesseps, it is said, will be 
merely honorary President of the new company. 
On the Bourse» to-day Panama Canal shares 
reseded 2 of. 

Gen. Boulanger has postponed his intended 
électeral tour through Corsica and Algeria until. 
April He will be aceompanied ‘on the tour by 
several members of the Chamber of Deputies, 

La Pressé denies that Gen. Boulanger, in a 
recent interview, said that he favored the estab- 
lishment in Franee of a-Constitution similar to 
that of the United States. ‘ 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. Peytral, 
Minister of Finanee, presented the budget 
estimates for 1890, They show an increase in 
the expenses of 25,000,000 frances over 
1889 to meet which it is proposed to 
utiliza the sarplus revenue receipts of 
1888, and the sums expected to aecrue from the 
new sugar law. Itis also proposed te meet the 
extra military budget.of 180,000,000f. by the 
issue of bonds redeemable in 18 years. The 
budget reserves the right to modify the pro- 
posals in the event of the liquor or income 
taxes being adopted.

MRS. CHAMBERLAIN HONORED. 
GLASGOW, Feb. 11.—A reeeption was given 
here this evening in honor of Mr. and Mrs. Je- 
seph Chamberlain. Addresses were presented 
to Mrs. Chamberlain on behalf of the Women’s 


Unionist associations of Scotland. Mr. Cham- 
berlain thanked the aristocratic gathering for 
the honor paid to himself and his wife. After 
s0m- remarks on the relations between 
England and America he said there never 
was a time when it was posgible 
to recognize anything in the shape of separate 
nationalities in America. Ao attempt te set up 
such @ seheme was resisted at a cost of buan- 
dreds of thousands of livres and hundreds of 
Millions of dollars. “If we should follow the 
American system,” he said, ‘*we would have to 
cut ap the United Kingdom into 20 or 30 bits 
and award a Parliament to each. This, per- 
haps, would not be dangerous, but it certainly 
would not be econoamucal.”

The New- 
York office 1s at 11 Pine-street, the principal 
office is at Columbus, Ohio, and there is also a 
branch office at 8 Congress-street, Boston. The 
mines and furnaees are at Flood woed, Shawnee, 
Peru, Orbiston, and Menday. 

The deed of assignment eonveys to the As- 
signee all the lands, furnaces, buildings, and 
appurtenances of the sompany, subject to a 
mortgage to the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company. The deed is signed by Chester Gris- 
woh, Vice-Presiéent, and George C. Thomas, 
Secretary.

BRIBERY IS, COMMON TALK 


ASSEMBLY OEILING. 

‘THOUSANDS OFFERED COMMITTEEMEN: 
FOR A WHITEWASH REPORT—DE- 
VELOPMENTS EXPECTED TO-DAY. 

ALBANY, Feb. 11:—What has long been sue- 
pected in connection with the Assembly ceiling 
was half way verified to-night by the announce- 
ment that a Democratic member of the Appro- 
propriations Committee had been offered $5,000 
if he would vote for a whitewash report. It was 
a mistake in the first place ever to send the 
matter te the Appropriations Committee. It 
never should have gone there. The Assem- 
bly ought to have made a new commit- 
tee as no doubt it will be ealled upon to do to- 
morrow, for after the developments of the past 
few hours nothing is left for the Appropriations 
Committee but to surrender the Assembly 
celling matter to the House. 

The Assembly Chamber waa ringing to-night 
with these stories of corruption and attempted: 
bribery. It was openly charged that a member 
of the Appropriations Committee, a Democrat, 
had been approached in New-York on Saturday 
bight by a well-known lobbyist whose name has 
been mentioned as a silent partner in the con- 
tract jeb, and was offered $5,000 for his vote; 
that he had asked what kind ef com- 
pany he would be in, and that the 


lobbyist replied that four or ftve other members 
of the cemmittee would be with him. The 
Democratic member of the committee indig- 
nantly refused the proffer. Within an hour he 
had reported the matter to two fellow-members 
ef Assembly, one of whom represents 
a Now-York district. He reported it 
several times to-night, and by the 
time the Legislature adjourned the 
matter was the common talk ef the House. 
The members of the Appropriations Committee 
are: Measrs. Ainsworth of Oswego, Cottreli of 
Allegany, Hughes of Lewis, Brown of Otsego, 
Clark of Livingston, Carson of Yates, Stevens 
of Franklin, Larmon of Washingten, Green of 
Orange, Martin of New York, O’Neil of Hens- 
selaer. The last three are Democrats. 

THE TIMES’s correspondent asked the gentle- 
man whose name was used in connection with 
the case what he had te say aboutit. This is 
what he said: 
88“The Capitol is full of rumors about bribery. 
I don’t know anything about these rumors.”

But while the member refrained from cem- 
mittiug hivaself to the press, he frankly ad- 
mitted it to several of his ovlleagues. The 
names of all the parties coneorned are in the 
possession of several members of the House, 
and rich developments may be loeked for with- 
in a day ortwo. Of eourse, if the story of this 
member of the Appropriations Committee is 
sustained, the fact is established at once that the 
Assembly ceiling was constructed in corrup- 
tion and that the people who built it are not 
— willing to perjure themesives, but te bribe 
their way out. So eommon was the story to- 
night that Mr. Sheehan, the leader of the De- 
mocracy, said that unless the Appropriations 
Committee turned the matter over to the 
House to-morrow he would make a motion 
to dismiss that oommittese from further 
consideration, and have the House appoint its 
own committes. Here are the names of the 
members of the new commaittee to be chosen by 
the House: To Continue the Ceiling lnvestiga- 
tion—Fish of Putnam, Batcheller of Saratoga, 
Gibbs of New-York, Aspinwall of Kings, Crosby 
ot New-York, Blumenthal of New-York, Sheldon 
of. Seneca, and one State Democrat. In 
the meantime Attorney-General Tabor has 
turned in his report which was asked by the 
Legislature as to whether the latter had author- 
ity. to increase the ssalary.of Mr. Andrews, 
Superintendent, $3.500 fer supervising the work 
of construction. The Attorney-General, without 
deciding the question, says that neither the 
Legislature nor the committee had authority to 
increase the compensation ef that officer, and if 
such authority was exercised 1t was void under 
the Constitution.

CARING LITTLE T0 VOTE 


\UNDIFFERENOS OF SOME OF 
THE SOUTHERN BLAOKS. 
SOME PECULIAR FACTS BROUGHT OUT 

IN THE DISCUSSION IN CONGRESS OF 


A CONTESTED ELECTION CASE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The House spent mueh 
time to-day discussing the case of Smalls 
against Ellicott, bus did not vote. Mn 
W. Elliott, the sitting member, was elected, 
according to the returns, by a majority, over 
Robert Smalls, the black contestant, ef 533 
votes. Smallsin his notice of contest claimed 
that he was deprived of 1,216 votes by the re- 
fusal of the canvassers to count votes cast for 
him; that he was deprived of 2,000 votes by 
neglect or refusal to open polls at dif 
ferent places. and he made complaint of 
other particular and illegal practices. 
The allegations are all specifically 
denied by the sitting member. Mr. Crisp, who 
epened the case for Mr. Elliott, and Mr. Rowell; 
who made the first speech for Mr. Smalls, de- 


veloped the arguments of both sides. On the 
Democratic side it is yery plainly set forth that 
there was no force or intimidation employed toe 
reduce the negro vote for Smalis. In the Beau- 
fort section of South Carolina there has been an 
effort made by the inferier white race during 
the last tem years to divide the negro vote. 
A fusion ticket has always been put 
up during that period each ear, tne 
eandidates being white and lack <A 
large number of the negroes desirous of 
Maintaining good relations with their white 
employers, has supported those fusion nemina- 
tions. A body of negroes has thus beeeme aceus- 
temed to supporting Democratic candidates, 
and when, in 1886, Smalls was pominated, 
and he was found tobe sufferimg from a wan- 
ing popularity, his defeat oame as a great sur- 
prise. As a development of the inquiry after the 
election, it was round that the intimidation 
was largely practiced by the biacks, who sab- 
jected their brethren who had eupported the 

emocratic candidate for Congress to @& 
great deal of social and political sn- 
noyancs. The fact that only about 13,000 
votes were Gast in a district in whieh there are 
39,000 votes, 7,000 of whom are whites and 
the rest colored, would indicate great indiffer- 
ence or fraudulent suppression cf votes. The 
testimony of Smalis’s witnesses displays a large 
degree of carelessness among the biacks abouts 
the procuring of registration certificates, and 
other testimony proves that some of the biacks 
voted the Democratic tieket. ‘he Republican 
argument is that fraud was employed to keep 
the negroes from voting, and negieet to count 
Was resorted to where the vote was unfavurabie 
to the white candidate. Mr. E. Jonn Eliis, an 
ex-Demecratico member of Congress, who is 
Smalls’s attorney, has furnished the report for 
the Republicans, a large part of it being in 
his language. It could not be more intensely 
Republican if Mr. Ellis was one of Mr. Caan- 
dler’s own New-Hampshire rulers. The case is 
argued by the Republieans on hair-splitting 
lines and strictly partisan purposes. The fact 
that Mr. Elliott was re-elected at the last elee- 
tion by an increased majority, although he ran 
in 1888 against two black candidates, ia evi- 
dence of his acceptability to the district. The 
evidence of carelessness on the part of the ool- 
ored yoters to the exercise of the suffrage is al- 
moat as great as that shown in 1881, when reg- 
istration certificates that cost $1 were surren- 
dered by the celored voters as admission tick- 
eta tocircus shows and afterward redeomed by 
the Demoeratis committees. It is probable 
that the oase will be decided on party grounds 
and that Mr. Elliett will retain his seat. 


The report of the trial of the open hearth cast- 
steel gun at Annapolis last Saturday hss been 
received at the Navy Department. It shows 


that the measurement of the powder chamber 
with the star gauge increased its diameter by 
from four-thousandths te seven-thousandths of 
aninch Commodore Sicard, Chief of the Ord- 
nance Bureau, said to-day that this was no 
mere than was to be expected ina gun ef thas 
kind. He said that a built-up gun is never ex- 
panded in this way. While it was not enough 
to materially damage the gun, it showed 
shat the elastic limits of the metal had 
been exceeded. The report states that 
some marks have been observed on the interior 
of the gun which may turn .out to be flaws in 
the metal, and will have to be examined by arn 
instrument known as an ‘‘electric bore searoh- 
er’ to determine whether the gun bas been seri- 
ously injured or not. It is thought that the 
enlargement of the chamber indicates that the 
gun would be in danger of bursting if tested 
any further. 

“Boss” Platt has been the interesting states- 
Tan in thé estimation of Republicans te-day. 
Aithough coming to Washington en “express” 
business, the express nature of that business 


has not appeared to be just what he would have 
people believe. The fact that he assumed to be 
frank and to tell just what he was here for 
caused no weight of belief, for he is not consid- 
ered safest or wost credible when he assumes 
to be frank. He spent Sunday evening in 
mysterious visitings, elving a good deal of his 
time to Mr. Blaine, who 1a believed te be able to 
decide more quickly aud surely than anybody 
who lives in [ndianapolis. Blaine is expected 
to settle the question of Platt’s appointment in 
the Cabinet, aud there is a genera! belief among 
Republicans thathe will have Platt provided 
for, whether the old “ Half Breed” Republicansot 
New-York like him or not. Mr. Piatt’s visit te 
Washington did not last very long, but he was 
notidle while here. According to Mr. Plats it 
was *‘express” business only that brought him to 
the capital, bat 15 is fair to presume that his 
conference with Senator Hiscock and various 
other prominent Republican Senators and bis 
visit to Mr. James G. Blaine related te some- 
thing else than the making of contracts for ear- 
rying express maiter. Mr. Platt, it was said by 
his friends, was at the Treasury Department on 
business to-day, and he was said to be extremely 
anxious. to secure for his company 
the contract for transporting Gevernment 
corn pow held by a rival company.

FIVE MILLIONS OF 1T TO BE 
SOLD BY 1HE COMPANY. 
STOCKHOLDERS MAY BUY IT, 
IS NOW QUOTED aT 200—a _ suR-~ 

PRISE FOR THE STREET. 

_. The Board of Direeteors of the Pullman 
Palaee Car Company voted yesterday to issue 
$5,000,000 of new stock to be sold to present 
stockholders at par. The market priee ef the 
stock is more than 200, 

Wall-street for a long time has been full of 
rumors predicting the coming ef some hand- 
some dividend ef this sort, but there have at- 
tended all the rumors eontradictions just as 
positive, and the average operator in the atock 
market has been deep in doubt as to what, if 
anything, of an unusual character was in store. 
The phenomenal rise in Pullman stock 
within the last few weeks—an advance 
ranging from below 150 up close to 
210—has been popularly attributed to 
the progressive work of President Pullman in 
carrying out long-eherished pians of extinguish- 
ing competition. New-York as well as Chieago 
investors have made large sums of money 
through the mounting values. All of Mr. Pull- 
man’s New-York friends, and they are a host, 
for he spends much of his time at business here, 
had early advices of the prefits that were 


ahead, and Wall-streetis supplied with abund- 
ant reports of how well oppertunities have been 
grasped. 

There was some surprise a fortnight or so ago 
When, atthe regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Direciters, nothing was done for the 
stockholders beyend the declaration of the 
usual dividend. People who didn’t happen to 
own #ny Puilman stock were naturaliy the 
most disappointed, and their wailings filled the 
Street. They saw clearly and proclaimed loudly 
that the whole “deal” in Pullman was a sham 
and fraud. 

The books of the company, now clesed for that 
regular dividend, open again on the 16th inst. 
They will remain open until the 2ist, when they 
will close again, it being so officially voted yes- 
terday, for the purpose of showing who are 
entitled to the handsome profits accruing from 
this 65,000,006 increase of capital. 

The Pullman Palaee Car Company’s present 
capital is $20,000,000. The inerease of 
$5,000,090 is thus an addition of 25 per cent., 
and as the vete of yesterday calls fer the sub- 
scription of the whole amount of new stoek by 
sharenelders of record pro rata sccording 
to their respective holdings, each stoekholder 
will be entitled to subscribe for just one- 
quarter as much of the pew stoek as he holds of 
the old. An owner of 100 old shares will get 
25 shares of new ateck. He will pay $100 per 
share for it. The market price yesterday was 
205. Ifit helds only at 200 the old stockholder 
doubles precisely what he pays for his new 
stoek. On his 25 shares he makes $2,500. 
There ig thus in the aggregate a prefit of 
$5,000,000 to the whole list of shareholders. 
The steck issued at par, 50,000 shares at $100 a 
share, has twice that market value. 

The preceeds of the new issue of stock are to 
be used in paying for the recently-purchaseda 
Unien Siceping Car Company and the interest 
held by the Atehison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad in the Pullman service on that big 
system, along with the Atehison Company’s 
Emigrant Sleeping Car system, in all something 
more than $2,000,000. To what the remaining 
$3,000,000 will be devoted is yet a corporate 
secret, There are hints of other deals in pros- 
pect similar to that lately made with the Atchi- 
son, Tepeka and Santa Fe Company.

THE INTER-STATE ASSOCIATION, 

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—President Strong of the 
Atchison Road is expected to return to Chicago 
from the Southwest in a few days, and a meet- 
ing of the committee appointed to seeure signa- 
tures to its agreement will be held for the pur- 
pose of comparing notes. A report will then be 
prepared te submit to the general meeting of 
Presidents, which will be called early next 
week.

We have not 
replied to the committee’s request te sign the 
agreement, and with us the whole matter stands 
Just as it did when the meeting adjourned.” 

The beliefis now gaining ground tnat the project 
of organizing the Inter-State Commerce Railway 
Association will be abandoned as soon as the 
committee makes its report. The Burlington 
and Northern would probably not stand in the 
way of the ratificption of the agreement if it 
was signed by all the other roads, including the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quiney, but President 
Perkins of the latter road has given it out that 
he will not sign it until he has assurances that 
all the rest willdo so. No one believes that the 
Illinois Central will recede from its position 
unless the territory to pe covered by the assoeia- 
tion is greatly extended, and, as every one un- 
derstands, the agreement by its own terms can- 
not become operative until every necessary 
road signs it. 

East-bound shipments are beginning to im- 
prove again, as shown by the reports issued to- 
day. The Board of Trade statement shows that 
through and lecai shipments of all elasses of 
freight except live stock by the various lines 
leading eastward from Chicago aggregated last 
week 61,891 tons, against 54,183 tons for the 
preceding week, an increase of 7,708 tons.

RECOVERABLE DAMAGES UNLIMITED 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 11.—A decision ef great 
importance te railroad corporations was made 
by the Supreme Court to-day. A jury gave 
Mary Bowers a verdict of $10,000 against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company for the death 
of her husband, due to the cempany’s fault, 
The act of Assembly upen which the railroad 
eompany made its fight was passed April 4, 
1868, and provided that in suits against railroad 
companies and cemmon carriers for negligence 
the amount to be recovered as damages 
should be limited to 3,000 in cases of 
persenal injury and to $5,000 in cases 
of death. It also provided thar if 
this act should be formally accepted by any 
such corporation it should besome part of tts 
charter. ‘The company argued that as they had 
accepted the act of 1868, and 1t was now a part 
oftheir charter, the hew constitutional pro- 
vision was nullas to them under the ruling of 
the United States Supreme Court in the re- 
nowned Dartmouth College case, where it was 
laid down that a treaty or compact between the 
company and the State could not be abrogated 
or destroyed by any subsequent act or Coasti- 
tution. ; 

The court below sustained the finding of the 
jury, and that judgment is pow reafiirmed by 
the Supreme Court in an opinion delivered by 
Chief-Justice Paxson, in which he says: ‘ The 
right of a Legislature to barter away to a cor- 
poration this right to recover damages for acts 
of negligence resultizg in death or to limitit so as 
to make it a binding contract beyond the reach 
of poweref subsegufut Legislatures may well be 
doubted. lt was within the power of the Leg- 
islature at any time to have repealed the act of 
1868. It follows that it came within the power 
of constitutional repeal, and we are all of 
opinion that the provisions referred to are 
avoided by the present Constitutien,”

PROBABLY A SECRET ATTACK. 

HARTYORD, Feb. 11.—The last thing sent to 
the Committee on Railreads of the Legislature 
prior to adjournment on Friday was a bill relat- 
ing to the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Road, which was offered by Mr. Lane of East 
Hartford. It bore the popular indorsement of 
the session—** by request.”

THE LEHIGH VALLEY’S COAL PRICES. 

NEW-HAVEN, Feb. 11.—Lecal manufacturers 
and dealers in coal are watching with interest 
the hearing before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission at Washington concerning the ques- 
tion uf freight rates on anthracite ana bitumi- 
nots eoal fromthe Pennsylvania collieries to 


points in New-England. Moritz Spier, of Spier 
& OCo., says: ** The Lehigh Valley Road charges 
from 60 to 80 cents a ton for bringing soft coal 
to tide water, and for carrying hard coal the 
charge is about $1 80. There is no justice in it, 
for it eosts no more to transport one kind than 
anether. The inequality of rates is due entirely 
to the Lehigh Road’s monopely of hard coal. 
New-Engiand uses anthracite coal mostly 
for fuel and bituminous coal in manu- 
facturing. We have to use the Lehigh hard eoal 
here, so We are cempelled to pay the extra 
freight. The most of our seft coal comes by 
water frem other sourees, and, therefore, the 
price is keptdown. It would make no differ- 
ence,in my opinion,if the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission should require an equalization 
of rates on the Lehigh Road, for tho monopoly 
wouid immediately raise the price of coal at the 
Mines, and world svon return to the same 
rates. A few independent dealers along the 
Lehigh Road have tried several times to lower 
the priee of ceal for shipment, but the 
monopoly has balked them by loading its care 
and keeping them in use when they were 
needea for transportation. Itis in the same 
way that the Standard Oil Trust has kiiled 
cempetition by connivance with the railroads, 
Therefore I think that the price of coal in New- 
England will not be permanently affected by 
any action of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission.” 

George B. Martin, President of the Empire 
Transportation Company, says: “We take 
eonsiderable hard coal from the Lehigh com- 
panies, but the freight rates to New-Haven b 
our line are the same for hard as for soft coal, 
The hearing before the Inter-State Gommerce 
Cemmission is only a quarrel between the big 
dealers of New-York and Pennsylvania, and 
the outeome of it will not affect coal rates in 
Connecticut.”

There is a good deal of wonder in railroad circles 
over the amount of corn which has been carried to 


Baltimore. A heavy movement of that grain has 
been. going on for some time. and there is a growing 
desire here to know ali about it, because it is be- 
heved that New-York has been losing some trade 
thereby. Much freight has been going to Philadel- 
phia which usually somes here for export, but this 
matter attracts leas attention than the Baltimore 
incident. There is, 1t is said, no proof to show that 
the roads leading to Baltimore and Phil adelphia are 
cutting rates, and vo charges to that effect are 
made, Still, some New- Yorkers are wondering very 
much about the trade of the more southern ports, 
and are asking whether it isn’t possible that the 
elevator and lighterage companies of these cities 
are making some concessions to shippers. 

M. E. Ingalls of Cincinnati states that he was 
misquoted in the dispatch sent to the Eastfrom 
that city, in which he was made to say that the 
Big Four Railroad had been seld to the Bee Line. 
He admits that a good dea) of Big Four stock has 
been sold to the Vanderbilts, but refuses to give 
further particulars concerning the deal, He says 
he has a five years’ contract to manage the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, and heis notin the habit of break, 
ing his agreements. The impression in Cincinnati 
is that the deal between the Big Four and the Bee 
Line has been entered into for the mutual advantage 
of both roads, butis so conditioned that it will not 
prevent the use by the Chesapeake and Ohio of the 
Big Four as its Chicago and St. Louis connection 
trom this city. 

Many important railroad companies yesterday 
reported their earnings for the first week of Feb- 
ruary. Out of # list of 14 only 3 showed de- 
oreases. they were: Toledo and Ohio Central, 
$6,902; Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg, $10,416;

Mr. Congdon was one of the early members 
of the Long island Historical Society, and was 
one of the active members of an exelusive lit- 
érary club in Brooklyn known as “Our Friends,” 
of which Dr, Bethune and Dr. Frank Vinton 
were old members. He was among those men 
of musical tastes who formed the Brooklyn 
Art Association. Mr, Congdon was also active 
in the inception of the Broeklyn Philharmonio 
Society and served as one of its Direetors for 
many years. He was Chairman of the Build- 
ing Committe for Grace Church and was one 
of the early Wardens of the church. Among 
the many institutions in which be waa inter- 
ested was the Brooklyn Dime Savings Bank, of 
which he was one of the early Direetors. 

For the last 15 years Mr. Congdon had been 
diving at Staten Island very quietiy, and for 
the last three years he had been engaged in 
the tea business as a commission merchant. 
He leaves a widow and two ebildren. ‘The 
funeral takes place to-day at Christ Church, 
New-Brighton, and the interment will be at 
Providence, R. I.

SOME PARTISAN POLITICS. 


NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE DIVIDED 
LIKE NEW-YORK ALDERMEN. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb, 11,—The Senate had a 
warm partisan discussien this evening concern- 
ing the bill which removes State Scheol Super- 
intendent Fuller and places the appointment 
of his successor in the hands of the Governor. 
Senator Mallon had been opposed to action on 
the bill, but this evening he fell easily into line 
with his fellow-Democrats and voted on all the 
dilatory motions ef the Republican Senators 
with his party. When motions to postpone for 
& month, a fortnight, and a week had been suc- 
cessively defeated, Gardner of Atlantic arose 
toa discussion of the subject. He said that 


Fuller was elected with the aid of 
at least three Democratic vetes in 
the State Board of Education and 
that Chapman had the support of Republican 
members of the board, and that this showed 
that the State Board had acted enly in the pub- 
lic interest, and without regard to politics, and 
that the bill practically condemns the board 
for not running the schools on political lines. 
Senator Edwards declared that Col. Fullor’s ap- 
pointment was the result of a deal while he was 
a@ member of the Legislature, and if it 
had net been the result of a dicker 
he never coulda have got there, Mr. Adrian 
said that he was ready to vote for the bill be- 
cause he was a Democrat, and that Mr. Fuller's 
conduct since he was firat threatened with re- 
moval convinced him that Col, Fuller was eap- 
able ef entering into a deal. The Senator in- 
timated that Mr. Fuller was even then trying to 
atrange a deal to keep himself in place. He 
also said that in veting for party reasons he 
was only following the precedent set by the Re- 
publieans. 

Senator Gardner said that if the Republicans 
had been partisan the State Board would not 
have been lefs with 10 Democrats and only 8 
Republicans. Mr. Edwards retorted that the 
appointment of a State beard had been taken 
from the hands of the Governor and put in 
joint meoting for partisan reasons, and Mr. 
Gardner answered that ex-Superintendent 
Chapman, for whom Fulleris to be removed, 
went into the State School Superintendencoy 
bimself from his seat in the re F. 
rian made @ witty partisan speech in favor of 
the bill, to which Mr, Gardner replied. The bill 
was passed by a strict party vote in the Honse. 

Mr. McDermitt of Essex ereated o sensation 
by rising to a question of privilege on th 
ground that there were reports of 3 movemen 
by Democrats, because he twice voted last week 
with the Republicans, to unseat him. He said, 
in reply to the newspaper reports, that he rep- 
resented a constituency of qualified voters aud 
proposed to stay where he was.

A FLURRY IN WHBAT. 

There was a lively time in the wheat pit 
of the Produce Exchange yesterday afternoon, 
and the May future was again sent above the 
dollar mark. All through the first part of the 
session the market had dragged.

1 o’clock there came a report that a few ex- 
port purchases were being made. It proved, 
in the end, that there was one fresh order 
for a load of No. 2 red wheat for Glasgow, and 
one eld order for four loads for Lisbon, but the 
shorts became frightened amd took to covering. 
As there was still very little wheat for sale, the 
market advanced rapidly. May, which had 
opened at 985scents, was run ap to $1 Ol'g, 
and at the regular clese stood at $1 007%. In 
later trading it was as high as $1 Ol, later 
resting at $1 Olijg. The business of the day 
amounted to 4,500,000 bushels, Of this 
3,600,000 were for May delivery,

There is little to remind one of the old 
spectacle ef “The Naiad Queen” in Bolossy 
Kiralfy’s new spectacie of “The Water Queen” 
except the inane quality of the text and its 
utter lack of dramatic valuo. Schnapps has 
gone and all his old humor has gone with him. 
Perhaps Schnapps would not seem as funny as 
he did when we were all youngerifhe were 
here now; but he surely could never be 
so Gull and stupid as the vapid Ernest, his suc- 
cessor in the service of brave Sir Rupert, who, 
by the way, has changed his name to Egbert, 
and does not look half so well as he used to. 
But, indeed, “The Water Queen” is not like 
«The Naiad Queen” in other respects. A strong 


dash of “The Black Crook” (probably the 
stupidest stage play ever invented) has been in- 
fused into the story of the Queen of the Rhine 
fairies who loved a mortal. 

Bolossy Kiralfy has gathered together a lot 
of scenery from foreign theatres, some of which 
is very good indeed, and a large number of as- 
sorted costumes, and put the piece on the stage 
at Niblo’s with his usual energy and skill. It 
will not run long—three weeks, indeed, is 
the limit of the time Mr. Gilmere has 
given it—but while on view it will enter- 
tain many people. The ballet is large 
in numbers, and otherwise much like other 
Kiralfy ballets. The costumes of some of the 
ladies are about as bold as possible. Mile. 
Paris, as usual, displays much skill, agility, and 
muscular power. An excellent acrobatic per- 
formance is given incidentally by the Herbert 
brothers, and the brothers Alexandrow, the 
queer musical clewns, are seen and heard dur- 
ing the last act. 

“Ray,” a characteristic drama written for 
Miss Maggie Mitchell by Mr. C. Wallaee Walters, 
Was given by Miss Mitchell and a competent 
company at the Feurteenth-Sireet Theatre last 
sighs for the first time in this city, and @ nouse- 
ful of people laughed and applauded. 

Ray Golden, a girl with no money and no 
father in the first act, but with a fortune and 
swo fathers in the last; a rich, weak-packed coi- 
lege boy fer her to make love to, and a political 
labor agitator as a fester father for her to make 
fun of; a plausible, well-dressed, scheming ad- 
venturer who destroys Ray’s mother’s mar- 
Tiage certificate and puts her father in 
State prison on false evidenes; the con- 
vict pardoned and exonerated and estab- 
lished as Ray’s father and the owner 
of the estates eceupied by the weak-backed 
lover and his proud mother; the lover spurned 
and taken back, a strike and a burning factory, 
and the adventurer shet by the strikers, who 
mistook him for the lover and the owner of the 
mill—these are the details of a play with which 
Mise Mitchell’s manager says she has been put- 
ting money in her purse for two seasons. 

Miss Mitchell is abont the same as ever, and 
those who have liked her in other plays will 
like her in “ Ray.” 

Nothing with less claim to the dignity of 
being called a play was ever presented for 
public consideration than ‘Later On,” which 
was done at the Star Theatre last night for the 
first time in New-York. Itis simply a variety 
performance, and the entertainment depends 
wholly on the quality of the people in the cast. 
There is no plot, no sequence of action, and 
no reason for the incidents that fill up 
the three hours consumed by the show. 
Even the shadow ef a farce that 
“Later On” throws across the stage is buta 
faint imitation of the class of work dene by 
Charles Hoyt in his many stage productions. 
In these there is at least a centralidea, In 
‘* Later On” there is no idea atall. Andyet itis 
described en the bills as an “ original farce- 
comedy” and is attributed to the genius ef Mr, 
H. Grattan Donnelly. 

Fortunately for the persons interested in the 
representation of ‘‘ Later On,” ali the performers 
that appear in it are sxtremely clever. This 
applies particularly to Messrs. Joseph Hart and 
Frederick Hallen, who head the list as “stars,” 
and extends all the way down to the ashort- 
skirted and pretty girls that fill up the cherus. 
Nearly every performer is a graduate from 
Tony Pastor’s, a fact that disclosed itself in 
more ways than one. Hallen danced 
with easy grace right inte the affections 
of the audience and Hart charmed 
his hearers to such an extent with his banjo 
that he wasforeed to make a little speeeh beg- 
ging them to permit the show to go on. Then 
there were Miss Georgie Parker, with a hinge 
in her back and her legs strung on wires; Hilda 
Thomas, with asweet and sympathetic voice; 
John T. Kelly, with a most grotesque disguise 
and a marvelous brogue, and half a dezen other 
people that contributed to the hearty enter- 
tainment of a large audience. The engagement 
is for only one week, but it will be profitable. 

Minnie Palmer's return to our stage at the 
Grand Opera House last night attracted a large 
audience, which was unstinted in its applause 
of the vivacious actress, as she frolicked through 
the part of Tina in the familiar “My Sweet- 
heart.” Miss Palmer has lost none of her 
charms during her absence. New songs heave 
been introduced into the play, and a new dance, 
called ‘‘ Fairy Footsteps,” which had to be re- 

eated more than once. Mr. R. A. Roberts as 
Pony Faust, the Sweetheart, was efficient, and 
Mr. Charles W. Alilson acted the darky servant 
in such a manner as to gain boisterous ap- 
plause. The remainder ef Miss Palmer's com- 
pany is satisfactory. 

Miss Annie Pixley is atthe Windser Theatre 
this week. She appeared there last night ir 
“The Deacon’s Daughter,” to the satisfaction 
ef a large audience. Mr. M. C. Daly rendered 
excellent support in the part of the Deacon. 

Mr. Frank Daniels, one of the droillest figures 
on the contemporary stage, provides the enter- 
tainment at the Harlem Theatre Comique this 
week. His farce, called ‘‘Little Puck,’ founded 
on incideats in two of Mr. Anatey Guthrie’s 
elever stories, *‘ Vice Versa” and ‘“*A Fallen 
Idol,” isa brisk and amusing piece, Mr. Daniels 
was warmly received last night. 

Tony Pastor’s Theatre was filled last night by 
the admirers of Mr. Harry Kernell, whose com- 
pany is the attrastion there for the present 
week. With a certain class of amusement seek- 
ers Harry Kernellisone of the most popular 
men on the stage. His original sayings and odd 
doings have made him a general favorite among 
the frequenters of whatis known as ‘“ variety” 
entertainments. He showed lastnight that his 
power to please 1s undiministed. 

He was ably supported by Frank Bush in 
funny songs and dialect imitations, the Braatz 
brothers, who give aremarkable gymnastic ex- 
hibition; Maggie Coleman in clog danees, the 
Australian comedians, the Darrows, in musical 
selections; Fred J. Huber and Kitty Allyne, 
the threef Carnos, Isabelle Ward, ana Lillie 
Selbini. he show closed with an uproarious 
atterpiece entitied “ Lodgers, Inventors, and 
Dodgers,” in which the whole company took 
part. ‘the performance altogether is clean, 
neat, and amusing, qualities that Mr. Pastor 
insists shall existin every entertainment that 
is given in his theatre.

MR. MANSFIELD’S RICHARD III. 

Before another month has passed, the 
cable dispatches will convey to us the London 
playgoers’ opinion of Richard Mansfield’s first 
effort in the field of Shakespearean tragedy. 
Meanwhile a few words in advance concerning 
the actor and the play will not be amiss. Mr. 
Mansfield has been studying the character of 
Gloster for a long while, and his determination 
to make with it his first appearance in the 
poetic drama was arrived at before his depart- 
ure from this country early last Summer. His 
mind had been divided fora time between that 
character and Shylock, but he ehose Richard, 
and his study of the part has been diligent and 
comprehensive. 

Mr. Mansfield may be expected to depart en- 
tirely from the conventional methods of the 
tragic stage. He will surely endeavor to make 
the hump-baeked tyrant areal man, and to in- 


dicate minutely his personal eharacteristics. 
For the formal symbolism of the tragic stage 
he has, probably, little regard, and his original 
and aggressive mind will be troubled little by 
the revered traditions of the English drama. 
Realism may of course go too far in a perform- 
ance of Shakesperean tragedy, but Mansfield is 
very mueh in earnest, his ideas, so tar as he 
has communicated them to his friends, are ex- 
cellent, and he is now surrounded, happily, by 
good edvisers and assistants. t 

His Richard will be a man inordinately fond 
of dress and fascinating enough to win the love 
of woman. In the tent scene the slow old ghost 
“business” will bs done away with. Richard’s 
bad dream will be pictured faintly, but the 
shadowy figures in the picture will not speak, 
and the sleeper himself, under the influence of 
his ‘‘nightmare,” will mutter the words in 
broken, dreamy, agonized accents. Thus the 
meaning of a scene hitherto conveyed by pure- 
ly conventional symbolism will be indisated in 
a@ realiatic study of physical and mental unrest. 

Archwelegy on the stage will, itis egy reach 
{ts last limit in this production of ‘Richard 
Ii.” Two hundred drawings and tracings 
have beon made from the models of dresses and 
implements of warfare in the British Mugeum. 
The aetual armor of Richard’s time, and the 
actual method of fightips with swords, fecht- 
weise, will be reproduced. The arms and ar- 
mer are making, every suit of the latter en- 
tirely of steel, under the direction of Mr. Ex- 
erton Castle, the leading British authority on 
such subjects, and Mr. Seymour Lucas, A. R. A., 
who has also designed all the dresses. The 
seonery will be ingeniously devised to secure 
the effect of distance on a smal!) stage, and to 
admit of quick changes, Mr. William Telbin’s 
painting of the road to Chertsey, where Rich- 
ard stops the funeral, is said to be a beautiful 
piece of work. 

The text ef the tragedy, newly arranged by 
Mr. Mansfield, will not altogether depart from 
the alterations and emendations made by Colley 
Cibber. The cast will inelude of the members 
of Mr. Manstieid’s American company Miss 
Cameron, Miss White, Messrs. Harkins, John T. 
Suliivan, Crompton, Burrows, Frankau, and 
Parry. English actors specially engaged for 
*Riebard [1L” are Luigi Lablache, who will be 
Richmond; James Fernandez, William Herbert, 
Bassett Roe, Norman Forbes, A. Beaument, 
and Mary Rorke. 

Richard Mansfield, as is already known, will 
make his first appearance as Richard III. at the 
Giobe Theatre in Lendon. It was at the Globe 
Theatre in London, by the way, that the tragedy 
first saw the light; but the present Globe, 
though a small house, is weil equipped ana 
rather better suited for a modern pictorial 


dramatic performance than Shakespeare's , 
“Wooden 0.”

Mr. EDGERTON, the-late Civil Service 
Commissioner, is.domg-everything in his 
power to-convince.all decent people not al- 
yeady acquainted with his character that 
the-enly fanlito.be found with his removal 
was that it: was teo longdelayed. Those 
who have watched his course while in the 
commission were.conxinced ‘very soon after 
his appointment that he eught not to 
be retained. He was, to begin with, 
a very narrow-minded old gentleman, 
whose obstinacy was in proportion to 
the feebleness of his mind. He was-very 
ignorant ofthe first principles of the.law, 
and so entirely satisfied with himself that 
it was impossible for him.to learn anything. 
But even his ignorance was not his worst 
quality. Hemot-only failed:to understand 
the system he was appointed -to-administer, 
but he misrepresented it, and constantly 
opposed.and interfered with its. work- 
ing.

There is to be. ajointhearing-this after- 
noon at Albany before the Railroad Com- 
mittees of the Senate and Assembly upon 
the bills propesed by the Raiiroad Com- 
mission. of the State for the amendment of 
the laws relating to railroads. These are 
ten in number and nearly allef them have 
been recommended by the eemmission in 
previous years, without receiving the 
attention and support that they merit. 
They are all clearly in the interest 
of the people, and are oaly op- 
pesed for selfish reasons by some ofthe 
railroads. The firstand mest important is 
jntended te increase the power for the en- 
forcement of such recommendations of the 
board as are “just and reasonable/’ the 
Supreme Court at Special Term determin- 
ing thai question and compelling compli- 
ance in its discretion by mandamus. The 
second is intended gradually todo away 
with grade crossings; the third to enforce 
the substitution of a different railfor the 
eentre-bearing variety on street rail- 
roads; the fourth to regulate the leas- 
ing of one railroad by another; the 
fifth requires the approval of the com- 
mrisston to the construction of new roads, 
subject to a right of appeal to the Supreme 
Court; the sixth is to protect the-commerce 
of the canals against contracts binding 
shippers by rail not to use them ptheseventh 
prescribes-a penalty for failure to make the 
reports uow required by law; the eighth 
holds railroad companies responsible for 
losses by fire caused by their engines, and 
gives them an insurable interest in the 
property liable to such.losses; the ninth re- 
quires an.iron railing to be put around the

It ought, 
moreover, to be made a thoroughfare for 
travel.and traffic between the City Halland 
the Grand Central Station, relieving over- 
crowded Broadway and other less conven- 
jient streets which are now mach used by 
trucks.and carriages seeking to avoid the 
throng in Broadway. Many property 
owners along the line of the improve- 
ment have given their testimony in 
its favor and targe owners of real estate in 
other parts’ of the city have set forth be- 
fore the board the general advantages sure 
to result from it. Weare confident that if 
the board shall authorize the undertaking 
it-will not only justify itself by promoting 
the public convenience, but will promptly 
pay for itself as well in the increased valua- 
tion of real estate along the line of the 
street. 








The Butchers’ bill for the suppression of 
‘the dressed-beef trade has been rejected by 
the Ohio Senate and the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives, although eighty 
members of the last-named body. voted for 
it. But it appears that ten States and Ter- 
ritories have responded to a resolution of 
the Kansas Legislature relating to-the hold- 
ing of a convention tor the’adoption of a 
bill that shall be supported simultaneously 
in several Legislatures for the overthrow of 
the-combination of slaughterers and ship- 
pers in Chicago and Kansas City. It 
seems to us that the opponents of 
these slaughterers and shippers should 
first procure by proper authority proof 
that there is such a combination. There 
have’ been-and are now indicationsthat a 
combination exists, but the proof should be 
obtained by a Congressional committee. 
The committee appointed last year to make 
an inguiry does not seem to have covered 
the ground, And if it sheuld appear beyond 
question that acombination exists, it would 
be foolish to proceed against it by means of 
an inspection bill designed to prevent the 
moving of beef across State lines and put 
forward on the thin pretext that dressed 
beef ‘is diseased. 


The-work of :the Board-of Electrical Con- 
trol, which has been prosecuted against 
powerful obstacles, is beginning at last to 
bear fruit. The Broadway and Sixth- 
avenue-subways are new being utilized by 
the Western Union, the Fire Department, 
andthe Manhattan Electric Light-Compa- 
ny, and: the cheering promise is made that 
by the ist of .May all the peles‘and wires in 
Upper Broadway and Sixth-avenue will 
probably disappear. Other electric Hight 
companies are ordering: cables.and prepar- 
ing to make use.of.the subways. Much of 
this:cheerful prospect is due to the firm 
stand taken by Mayor GRANT,-who began 
his administration by accepting the Presi- 
dency of the board and declaring that 
the law should be-enforced. With the 
City Government pledged to the exe- 
cution of the subway law, those com- 
panies which had hitherto defied the 
Board.of Electrical Control have found it 
politic to fall into line and bow to the in- 
evitable, andthe resultpromises to be the 
abatement -of the overhead-wire : nuisance 
in.a reasonable time. This will bea:victory 
for the board which it has well,earned by 
its persistent policy of insisting on the exe- 
cution of the laws; it.will be a victory for 
the,people who have:for years, demanded 
the burial of the wires, and it will-prove a 
victory for the companies against them- 
selves in the end, for the cost of putting 
the wires out-of sight will be more than re- 
paid by the saving in-expense for repairs 
after every heavystorm. 


THE DECADENCE OF CHANDLER. 


Weare much disappointed atthe recent 
eourse of Mr. WiriL1amM KE. CHANDLER, the 
senior Senator from New-Hampshire, and 
we especially regret the degrfee of insensi- 
bility he has shown: to the appeals made to 
him by those, who, like ourselves, had 
hoped for something ofa future for him. 
Mr. CHANDLER, as is well known to 
those who have observed his:career with 
any care, is a man of many ideas. 
Some of them have been small, some 
of them have been of not the high- 
est type, morally speaking, but a good 
many of them have been bright. enough 
and new and then one of them has been 
useful He had given the impression that 
he-was.a man for a successful party, that 
though-he was not very clear in his appre- 
ciation-of what honest men usualiy want, 
perhaps frem a certain lack of sympathy 
with that class, he was at any rate a man 
of the present, with his eyes open and 
turned in front of him. During the 
recent canvass he did very little to change 
this impression, and was moreover not 
very intimately associated with the worst 
management of his party. On the whole, 
there was fair reasen to inferthat when his 
party came back to power Mr. CHANDLER 
would be found among those who would be 
of service in keeping what it had won, and 
possibly would contribute something to- 
ward its progress. But his obstinacy in 
pushing his inquiryinto Southern elections, 
which he threatens to compel the Senate to 
‘vote upon this week, is a hard blew to these 
hopes. He evidently intends to do what he 
can to turn the recent Republican revival 
into a funeral. 

What surprises us is that Mr. CHANDLER 
does not seem. at all to perceive how-des- 
perately out of date his proposed policy is. 
Why should he, of all others, be thrashing 
over andover again the straw from which 
the wheat has been taken and eaten years: 
ago. There are men in the Senate of whom 
nothing better could have been expected. ; 
There is Mr. Evarts, for instance. Our 
“worthy Senater has a right to live among 
the events quorum pare fuit rather than in: 
those -of the: present in which he can 
“hardly claim, an appreciable part. 
‘A venerable mind, onee powerful and : 
‘acute, but no longer active, is by” 
the law of nature confined to those 


without the strain of comprehending new 
facts and struggling with new problems. 
The pale gleam of Mr. Evarts’s fading wit. 
turned upen the questions of to-day ex- 
cites a feeble and pathetic interest, but no 
one is seriously shocked at the lack of cen-, 
nection or at what in a younger man would 
be- grotesque and irritating irrelevancy. 

A mind that has.ceased to evolve new ideas 

is forgiven for clinging to old ones. 

Then there is Senator Hoar, who 

is by no means senile, but who has, 

as we all know, the defects of his 

qualities, and in whom narrowness and 

unreasonable tenacity are the product of 

an intense moral earnestness, combined 

with a profound confidence in his own 

rectitude of mind and conscience that is not 

uncommon with very good men. But no 

one ever accused Mr. CHANDLER of moral 

earnestness, and if any one had, he would 

at least have been entitled to the Scotch 

verdict of ‘‘ not proven.” 

Again, there is Mr. EpmMunpDs, who is a 
clear case of arrested development in the 
direction of progressive political thought. 
But Mr. EpDMUNDs isa very intellectual man, 
and rather late in life, having taken up the 
previously unfamiliar study of political 
economy, he made what he thought was a 
discovery—namely, that protective duties 
arealwaysandsolely paid by the foreign sell- 
er. This idea is as old as TURGOT and was 
not unknown to ARISTOTLE, but Mr. Ep- 
MUNDS, unaware of this fact, was, so to 
speak, “ possessed” by the notion, and has 
given up about all of his mental force to 
dwelling upon it and developing it, so that 
as to all other matters, and especially as to 
the Southern question, he has stood still, 
and has even gently slipped backward. He 
affords a pitiful spectacle, but not a rare 
one, unfortunately, and the psychology of 
his case is very well understood. But Mr. 
CHANDLER is ina very different-situation. 
He has his little stock of ideas regarding 
protection, the ordinary assortment of the 
Republican politician, which he keeps on 
hand for every-day use, but he is not en- 
grossed by them. They de not absorb his 
time or his attention. He can put them 
aside to think of other things whenever he 
wishes to do so. 

Why is it, then, that he is se curiously 
tangled up-in the notions of twenty years 
ago in regard to the Senthern question? 
That, we confess, puzzles us. As a practical 
politician he must see that these notions 
have been pretty well used up. They 
served fairly and unexpectedly well im the 
recent canvass, but only in the form of sen- 
timent. As a sentiment they may be pru- 
dently employed yet, but with a diminish- 
ing ratio of chances for success. Bat Mr. 
CHANDLER does not confine himself to 
merely cultivating the anti-Sonthern 
sentiment. He has plainly a _ belief 
that something can be.done. He means to 
evolve a policy and make himself'the cham- 
pion of it, and, if he can, commit his party 
toit. Thisis-simple political idiocy. The 
moment the Republican Party undertakes 
to embody the anti-Southern policy in 
action it is lost. There is net only noth- 
ing that it can do, but there is nothing 
that it can undertake to do, without 
running agaiust insuperable practical 
difficulties. It is doomed not only 
te failure, but to a failure that will 
invite popular condemnation and polit- 
ical defeat. This issomething Mr. CHAND- 
LER ought to see. Let him think of it 
seriously. There are much better fields for 
his activity. Let him set himself to study 
how the new Administration can “beat” 
the civil service reform system without 
being too:clearly and too-early caught at 
it. That is the-most urgent need of the 
party, and one for the satisfaction of which: 
Mr. CHANDLER is peculiarly fitted.

A VICIOUS TAXATION BIL. 

Last year a bill entitled ‘‘An act for the 
assessment of real and personal property 
and for equalizing taxation thereon” was 
introduced in the Assembly by Mr, Brun- 
DAGE of Steuben County, and was quietly 
ordered te a third reading befere its mis- 
chievous character was discovered. It was 
then thoroughly exposed and finally de- 
feated. Almost precisely the same bill with 
the same title has put in an appearance 
again this year, labeled with the name of 
Mr. LARMON, a new member of the Assem- 
bly from Washington County, and after be- 
ing read: twice and referred to the Commit- 
tee-on Ways and Means has been reported 
for consideration and recommitted. The 
object of this bill is to require every “tax- 
able inhabitant” to fill out a list of all his 
property liable to taxation, with the money 
value thereof, ‘“‘no matter where situated, 
if personal, including all moneys loaned or 
invested and all moneys deposited subject 
to draft order or check, and all credits due 
or owing to him by any solvent person or: 
persons, body corporate or body politic, 
{except stock in corporations otherwise 
taxed,)”’ &c. Any*person failing te make 
the returns required would be subject 
toa penalty of $500, and in case Assessors 
find that any property liable to taxation 
has not been returned or has been under- 
valued, or that any portion has been con- 
verted or transferred to avoid taxation, 
they shall double the assessment on the 
ameunt thereof. The “ taxable inhabitant” 
is required to make affidavit tothe correct- 
ness of his list, declaring on oath that ac- 
cording tothe best of his knowledge and 
belief it is a “true statement of al] the tax- 
able property in his possession, control, or 
custody, and that he has estimated it at its 
trae and just value ashe would estimate it 
in an ordinary transaction in exehange or 
sale.” Deduction is permitted for debts 
* owing in good faith” in excess of all non- 
taxable securities owned by the taxpayer 
or held for his benefit. 

It seems useless at this time of day to re- 
{iterate the oft-repeated objections to this 
listing system. Aside from the argument 
‘against the taxation of personal property 
at all, which we deem conclusive, experi-

scruple to put it:far below-its actual value, 


and inequality would be increased, fora few 
scrupulous persons of small means would 
bear more than their share ofthe burden of 
taxation to the relief of the less scrupulous 


in more complicated forms, and the estates 
of widows and orphans in the cnstody of 
Executors and Trustees would be mulcted 
to the fullest extent. If the system could 
be enforced it would do a great deal of 
mischief by driving and keeping out 
capital which contributes to production 
and trade, increases the value of real 
estate, and enhances the general tax-pay- 
ing capacity of the community. The only 
escape from serious injury to business in- 
terests would be in evasion of the assess- 
ments, and evasion would be easy and sure 
to be resorted to. 

But there is one prevision in the bill 
which was so thoroughly exposed last year 
and shown'to be so ruinous in its practical 
effect that it is amazing that it should ever 
again appear in any proposed legislation. 
Real estate at present is assessed to the 
holder of the title on. its value without de- 
duction on account of mortgages or judg- 
ment liens. Thereis no injustice in this, 
as mortgages are made and the rates of in- 
terest adjusted with reference to it. The 
mortgagee simply receives and the mort- 
gageor pays a lower rate of interest because 
the latter has.all the tax to pay. This bill 
provides that in assessing real estate to its 
owner all indebtedness which is a lien upon 
it shall be deducted, but the owner shall 
also pay the taxes levied upon the assess- 
ment of the mortgages or judgment liens, 
and “may deduct the amount of taxes so 
paid from the interest or principal due the 
ewner or owners of such mortgages or judg- 
ments.” This would immediately transfer 
the portion of taxes corresponding to the 
mortgagee’s interest in the property from 
the owner to the man who had lent him 
money with the distinct understanding 
that he, the owner, was to pay the taxes 
and a eorrespondingly lower rate of in- 
terest on his loan. What would be the 
effect upon outstanding mortgages, held 
largely by savings banks and life insurance 
companies? Theirincome would be docked 
by one-third to one-half, they would 
be given up as fast as they ma- 
tured or only renewed at higher 
rates of interest, and nothing less 
than a-panic would be produced among 
financial institutions-and in the trades that 
depend largely on leans upon real estate at 
the established rates of interest. To the 
building trade it would simply be disas- 
trous, aud no man can caleulate the amount 
of injury andof loss that would ensue. No 
benefit would result to anybody and the 
mischief done would be irreparable. Such 
@ proposition indicates an ignorance and 
incapacity for dealing with questions of 
taxation which is surprising when shown 
for the first time, but appearing again 
within twelve months of its exposure it is 
@ marvel even for a rural legislator,

PROGRESS IN JAPAN. 


In the last twenty-five years wonderful 
changes have been wrought in Japan. So 
short a period has seen the overthrow of 
the feudal system in a nation of 35,000,000 
people and the voluntary substitution of a 
constitutional form of government with a 
popular assembly for an absolute monarchy, 
by the supreme monarch himself. The 
Mikado yesterday proclaimed in person the 
new Japanese Constitution that was prom- 
ised by the Imperial Rescript of 1881. 
Although the promise was made then, there 
has really been no delay, for it was pro- 
vided thatthe Constitution should not be 
adopted until this year. The interval was 
to be devoted by the existing Government 
to preparation for the change and to a care- 
ful study of modern Constitutions. The 
return of Count Iro, the Prime Minister, 
from a tour of observation was fol- 
towed, in 1884, by the selection of 
the German Constitution as a model. 
The present Government consists of the 
Emperor,.or Mikado, a Cabinet of ten per- 
sons led by the Minister President, a Sen- 
ate of about seventy members who are 
selected from those who have rendered 
great service to the State, a Council of State, 
and a greup of Court Councilors. The 
Senate was established in 1875, and the 
Council of State in 1881. To these was 
added last year a Privy Council of twelve 
persons, to be “the Emperor’s highest re- 
sort of ceunsel,” and Count Iro retired 
from the office of Minister President to be- 
come President of it. This body is said to 
have been formed in order that the Cabinet 
might be relieved. ef the burden of legisla- 
tive work and in a time of transition be 
free to devote its energies to executive 
duties. : 

It was promised. in 1881 that the first 
National Assembly under the new Consti- 
tution*’should meetin 1890. With respect 
to the-election of members of the city and 
prefectural assemblies, created in 1879, the 
franchise is conferred upon all male citi- 
zens twenty years old who pay a land tax 
of more than 5yen. It may be that mem- 
bers of the new National Assembly will be 
elected under similar conditions.

it does not appear that the people have 
taken a very deep interest in the 
reforms. Probably the progressive move- 
ment derived much of its force frem 
the imfiuence exerted by Japaness 
gentlemen who had been educated in 
this country and in Europe. The knowl- 
edge gained by thorough study and careful 
observation abroad was communicated to 
persons in authority at heme who were 
willing to receive and useit. The nation 
does not appear to have used largely the 
services of foreigners, for in 1887 the num- 
ber of them employed by the Government 
was only 162, and in the years immediately 
following 1881 the number so empleyed 


themselves who have done the greater part 
of the work, and it is remarkable that their 
minds were so hospitable to modern ideas. 
A curious contrast is afforded by the con- 
servatism of China, where within a few 
daysthe warnings ofa large grotip.ef as- 
trologers who infest the Court and sur- 
round the Emperor have caused work on 
the only railroad in the empire to be 
stepped. Japan, no part of which is far 
from the seacoast, already has an exten- 
sive railroad system. The progressive na- 
tion may look to the United States for the 
heartiest congratulations and the warmest

THE SEVERE THOUGHTS OF RUCKER. 

It bas been made evident that the civilized 
world has been much mistaken in Judge 
RuckER of Colorado. When he was first 
launched into notoriety by a Colerado in- 
terviewer, it was rashly assumed that he 
was a windy and irresponsible person, 
given to experimentation upon the credulity 
of barrooms. The tale he told taxed that 
quality severely. It was, as who can have 
forgetten, that being casually presented to 
the President of the United States, the Presi- 
dent confided to him that he had no hopes 
of carrying New-York, and that the Gov- 
ernor of the State and the Mayor of the city 
were in league to defeat him. The conclu- 
sion that this story was not theresult of 
anything the President said, but was born 
of subsequent reflection and stimulation on 
the part of the Judge, was almost irresisti- 
ble, and it became entirely irresistible when 
Senator BLackBurn, who had been present 
at the interview, declared that he had 
heard nothing of the kind. 

Whether the story had its birth in the 
memory or the imagination of the Judge is 
| no longer a serious question. It is not the 
accuracy of the Judge’s recollection that 
we are now concerned to vindicate, but his 
character as a. picturesque jurist. This he 
proceeded at the time to vindicate by 
eliciting from Senator BLACKBURN a dee- 
laration that he had not had the slightest 
intention of impugning the Judge’s honor 
or veracity in saying that the Judge’s nar- 
rative was bosh. As the Senator from Ken- 
tueky is known as a person of spirit, this 
declaration induced a much more respect- 
ful tone in the current criticism of the 
Judge. One of his critics, however, Col. 
ARKINS by name and title, and editor of the 
Rocky Mountain News by occupation, had 
already toldsa reporter for publication that 
the Judge “would not fight and did not 
come of fighting stock.” The revenge the 
Judge has taken for this remark not only 
establishes his character-as a terrible per- 


} son, but aives:a cheerful glimpse of the 


manners and customs-of the Bench in Col- 
orado, 

The Judge.encountered theeditorin a bar- 
room and took action in pursuance, as he ex- 
plains, of along premeditated design.. He did 
not pause to parley or.dissemble, but smote 
the editor with such violence that his hat 
rolled upon the bar. This might have 
closed the incident if the victim of the as- 
sault had not been in act to drink with 
Senator-elect WoLcoTT and the Chief of 
Police. This functionary, substituting at 
once his official for his convivial capacity, 
arrested the Judge, called a patrol wagon, 
and conveyed him to the lock-up. “I was 
in jail,” says the jurist, ‘‘for two hours, 
and I had some severe thoughts.” 

It is to be hoped that Judge RuckeEr will 
not deprive the public of these reflections, 
The ‘‘Severe Thoughts of A. W. RuckER” 
ought te form.a valuable addition to a de- 
partment of letters to which Marcus 
AURELIUS and PascaL have already con- 
tributed. Why these meditations should 
have been severe rather than jubilant we 
are at a loss to make out. It may have 
been that-the Judge was indignant at the 
meddlesome interference of the Chief of 
Police, who declined te let two gentlemen 
adjust their little differences undisturbed 
in the arena thoughtfully provided by the 
rawest communitiesof the far West and rec- 
ognized as appropriate for that purpose. 
It was a Colorado eulogy of the courage of 
an eminent citizen, which set forth that 
“he kin shoot just as well off’n a hoss as 
an ordinary man kin at a hotel bar.” A 
well-instructed Chief of Police would not 
think of interfering between a Judge and 
an editor before even so much as a threat 
of gouging had passed. Lovers of free- 
dom will sympathize with the indigna- 
tion of a magistrate who does not bear a 
nickel-plated pistol in vain at this untime- 
ly and unseemly interruption. But the 
burden of the Judge’s thoughts should 
have been more cheerful’ He had con- 
futed his critics and established the 
position that if a gentleman, whether from 
Gascony or Colorado, chooses to magnify his 
experiences it may not be the part of wis- 
dom to remind him of it in public. Nobody 
ean henceforth accuse him of uniting men- 
dacity with meekness. We hasten to record 
our own opinion that he is in very deed, as 
well as in profession, a bad man from Bitter 
Creek, and if it be true that the further ap 
you go the worse they are, we have no doubt 
that he is from the head waters.

WEST VIRGINIA POLITIOS. 


SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN THE 


SENATORIAL MUDDLE. 

CHARLESTON, West Va., Feb. 11.—The latest 
and most sensational development in the Sona- 
toriai tangle is the determination of threes Labor 
menjin the Legislature expressed at a caucus 
which they held this morning. These men— 
Carr, Harr, and Kirk-—-have been voting on 
every ballot for some outsider. This morning 
they announced that they would prevent the 
election of a. United States Senator until after 
the Gubernawrial contest is decided, whieh will 
not be until the lastof May, and then vote toelect 


the man to the United States Senate who is 
made Governor. Carr, who is now President of 
the Senate, would become Governor of the 
State and the Labor men would control the 
whole State patronage. Carr announces this 
programme himself. emocrats are generally 
willing that it should be carried out if they are 
unable to elect a Senator before the present ses-

HOBOKEN’S INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 

The Industrial Educational Association 
of New-Jersey, under the direction of the Rev. 
G. ©. Houghton, Rector of Trinity Churoh, Ho- 
boken, held a meeting for the discussion of 
manual training at Pablio School No. 6, Union 


Hill, last night. Addresses were delivered by 
br. Nicholas Murray Batler, President of the 
New-York Industrial Cellege; Prof. Charles 
Ham of the Chicago School for Munual Train- 
ing, Wayne Parker ef Newark, and Prof. Ver- 
non Davey of Orange. A large namber of per- 
sons were present and much enthusiasm was 
expressed when the advantages of manual train- 
ing and industrial edueation were explained, 

it was not proposed to do away with any of 
the studies now in vogue in the schools, but a 
proposal was made that a eertain time should be 
set apart for imstruction in the mechanical 
trades and other industrial studies. The Hobo- 
ken public schools, in addition te the drawing 
and modeling in clay and plaster, which was 
first introduced, new have a perfect wood work- 
ing establishment, with 18 benches and 18 sep- 
arate seta of tools. Besides, they have a domes- 
tic economy kitchen, with 18 stoves and uten- 
sils, a mechanical drawing room, and rooms for 
embroidery and sewing. A committee was ap- 
pointea to make arrangements for starting an 
industrial department. 





EXPORT DUTY ON LOGS. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Feb. 11.—The lumber 
men of the Dominion are taking a strong stand 
against the collection of an export duty on logs 


taken to the United States. A resolution to be 
sent to the Government sets forth that the ex- 
port trade in long, round timber is more advan- 
tageous than thatin lumber,in that its prep- 
aration and delivery at the pomt of shipmens 
involve the expenditure of more money in Can- 
ada than the converston of the same timber 
into lumber does, as the waste in squaring is 
avoided and for other reasons. 

The resolution further states that the export 
duty does not impede the traffic in timber since 
imports to Ontario from the United States and 
the Rainy River district far exceed the exports. 
From 1880 to 1888 the imports were $4,319,- 
850, while the exports were only $156,741. 
Export duty tends to produee irritation and bad 
feeling, and is likely to be followed by an export 
duty in the United States. 


STONES RETURNED FOR SNOWBALLS 
Several boys were throwing snewbalis at

evening, and one of the balis hit a man who sud- 
denly turned the corner. Another maa was with 
him, and both picked up stones and threw them at 
the boys.

Alively “boom” is going on for Gen. Fred 
Knefler of Indianapolis for Pension Commis- 
sioner. It was begun by the old Union soldiers 
in Kansas, has spead among the soldiers of four 
adjacent States, aud has now been talked up by 
the gsoldiers of Indiana. Gen. Knofler 1s a 
Hungarian refugee, who fought throughout the 
war and was brevetted Brigadier-General for 
bravery on the fleld of Chickamauga.

Hereis the slate 
which seems to suit them the best: State, 
Biaine; Treastiry, Foster; War, Rusk; Post 
Office, New; Attorney-General, Evarts; Navy, 
Wanamaker; Interior, Estee; Agriculture, 
Miller. Col. New is down for the Postmaster- 
Generalship, not because they would not like 
tosee him in the Treasury, but because, with 
the Congressional districts in Indiana Demo- 
cratic, they want an Indianian to have the dis- 
tribution of the Post Offices. Estee is said to 
have written te a friend here within a few days 
that he had aceepted the Interior Department. 

Gen. Harrison has received word from Wash- 
ington that Senator Spooner of Wisconsin will 
be hére in a few days to advocate the claims of 
“Unole Jerry” Rusk to be the Secretary of 
War. Gen. Alger has written to a friend of his 
here saying that he has given up all hopes of 
being Secretary ef War and is no longer a can- 
didate. 

It is reported that Gen. Harrison is so loth 
to part with his grandchildren that he is going 
to have Mr. and Mrs. MeKee live at the White 
House during his term, and that Mr. McKee 
will be made his assistant seeretary, which 
place is now held by O. L. Pruden.

REPUBLICANS CLAMORING FOR HIS RE- 


MOVAL AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, Feb. 11.—Gov. Church's 
belligerency has aroused the latent pertisan- 
ship of the Republican side. The Council Re- 
pubdlicans held a caucus Saturday nicht and 
informally agreed upon the idea of a standing 
committee, three from each house, to decide 
upon the disposition of the vetoes that are ex- 
pected. There are some weak sisters in the 
Council, and the object of the Republican un- 


derstanding is obvious. The House is now a 
Republican body, and is under effective leader- 
ship. 

It is conceded that a joint resolution will go 
in praying Gen. Harrison to give Dakotaa 
new Governor as soon after March 4 as posai- 
ble. The reeess talk is on the inerease since 
yesterday’s episode. Attorney-General Skinner 
says he is not acting under his advice. Auditor 
Ward denies that he consented to Okuroh’s 
break of yesterday, and the Railroad Commis- 
sioner is apologizing to his constituents for 
Church’s assaults. Secretary McCormaek is 
ready to head a delegation to Washington to 
secure Churoh’s removal. United States Mar- 
shal Maratta will not speak to Charch. Among 
the Judges that criticise Church is Spencer, his 
warmest friend a year ago. Chief-Justice Tripp 
regards Church much as would @ bull a locome- 
tive. Commissioner MoCiure is silent as an 
oyster, but seemingly wery much dissatisfied 
with the stand the administration has taken. 

Representative J. G. Jones of Charles Mix 
County has prepared a joint resolution which 
calis on Gen. Harrison to appoint a successor 
to Gov. Churen as soon after the 4th of Maroh 
as possible. The resolutien sets forth the fact 
that Gov. Chureh has made himself gen- 
erally. obnoxieus to Dakota as an  ob- 
structionist, and asks the appointment of 
Gov. Church’s successor in time to e6na- 
ble sueh suceessor to make hie neminations 
for Territorial officers before the Legislature 
adjourns on the 8th of Mareh. Secretary of 
State MeCormack was asked this morning if hae 
as disbursing officer of the United States would 
pay the members their per diem in case they 
adjourned until after the 4thef Mareh. He 
said: “Certainly Iwill. I bave now in my pos- 
session from the United States Treasurer the 
money for that purpose, and if the Legislature 
sees fit to take a recess I shall accept its action 
aa conciusive and pay the legislators per diem 
just the same as though their session was con- 
tinuous.”

Mr. James W. Pryor, President of the City 
Reform Club, opened the evening’s discussion. 
He traced the principal evils of our election 
campaigns to the ambitious rich candidates, the 
“practical” politicians, and the large bedy of 
venal voters. The only hope of checking the 
tendeney to bribery and securing honest e6lec- 
tions was to awaken a strong public sentiment 
in favor of ballot reform. In tighting political 
corruption there were two classes of persons to 
be dealt with. one the grasping ‘** practical” pol- 
iticians and the other the respectable citizens 
who feel that the state of affairs is bad, but 
there is no use trying to make it better, 

The speaker cited as a conspicneus illustra- 
tion of the indifference of respectable men to 
dishonest acts in politics the strong indorse- 
ment py leading citizens of Pomona, Cal., of 
the personal character of the author of the 
‘“*“Murchison” letter to Lord Sackville. That 
letter, Mr. Pryor said, eontained four distinet 
and deliberate Mes, and on its face it convicted 
its writer of being a liar and a sneak; and yet 
there were citizens of Pemona ready to recom- 
mend the said writer to President-elect Harri- 
sen a8 & person worthy of appointment to some 
place of public trust. 

Mr. Pryor rehearsed at some length the evi- 
Gence collected by the agents of the City Re- 
form Ciub, upon which the sherene of the ille- 
gality of the election of Assemblyman Smith 
were based. Several detectives employed by 
the olub reported that they saw abundant evi- 
denee of illegal voting and bribery in the 
Eighth "esembly District at recent elections, 
and they also observed that the police at many 
of the polling piaces were uncommonly friendly 
with the men who were “handling” the illegal 
voters. Speaking of the failure of the City Re- 
form Club to get a Grand Jury to indict persons 
aeoused of bribery at elections, Mr. Pryor 
asserted that not one of the Grand Juries that 
eonsidered the matter was composed entirely of 
honest men. He was inclined to believe that 
representatives of political corruption and rob- 
bery would be found on every Grand Jury. 

“The City Reform Club Delieved and was ad- 
vised by eminent and learned counsel,” said 
the speaker, *“‘that Its case against Assembly- 
man Charies Smith was as strong a case of the 
kind as could be made against anybody.” 

Mr. William M. Ivins said that a most remark- 
able chapter in the political history of this coun- 
try would be made up if somebody would get to- 
gether and publishinone document the recom- 
mendations of the Governors of the different 
States to their respective Legislatures in rela- 
tion to eorruption at elections. It would be 
found that —s majority of the Governors 
had put themselves on record as witnesses to 
the fact that there was widespread cerruption at 
elestions. There are now in the Legislatures of 
about 22 States measures pending for the sub- 
stitution of the official balloting system for the 
unofficial balloting system. This state of affairs, 
the speaker thought, showed that whenever 
the public became thoroughly aroused to the 
necessity of ballot reform that reform was sure 
to fellow. 

The Australian system would go far toward 
curing the existing evils in our election system, 
but it weulad not completely eradicate bribery. 
To insure an absolutely hopest election it 
would be necessary todevise an improvement 
on the Australian system. That system, it 
must be confessed, had failed in Canada to pre- 
vent the eorruptien by bribery of the ‘‘ honest 
farmer.” It would be found a difficult and deli- 
eate task to frame a law that would prevent 
bribery among men whowere not known as 
eriminals nor suspected of being dishonest. It 
was easy enongh to frame laws to prevent 
illegal voting by the criminal classes in large 
cities, 

“ Gov. David B. Hill does not want a ballot 
reform law,” said Mr. Ivins, *‘ but he says that 
he does want a corrupt practices act. He seems 
to take it for granted that the masses of the 
community do not know that we have had on 
our statute beoks for the past 30 or 40 years as 
full and as sweeping @ corrupt practises act as 
oan be framed.” 

Mr. ivins went on to say tkat the existing 
laws, however, were not available for a refer- 
matien of the electoral evils complained of for 
various reasons, In the first place, they were 
too general, and they were unaccompanied by 
the official ballot system, which the speaker 
regarded asthe primary step to eleetoral re- 
form. Then the men who are intrusted with 
the enforcement of the present laws are the 
products of the corrupt system of elections, 
and of course cannot be expected to feel any 
strong desire to abridge the electoral methods 
tha: helpedthem. What is wanted first is an 
official ballot system; then there should be a 
specific law limiting the election expenditures 
of candidates, compelling reports of such ex- 
penditures to be made, and imposing penalties 
for violations of the law. 

A motien made by Mr. Ivins was adopted di- 
recting the Chairman to appoint a committee 
of five to draft such a law as he described and 
submit it to the Legislature after an official 
baliet law should have been enacted. 

Mr. William J. Coombs, the recently-elected 
President of the club, said in pars: 

“The Commonwealth Olup is composed of 
men of all political parties. The only qualifica- 
tion of membership in this club is that a man 
shall have a mind active in the search after the 
truth and the courage to act aecording te his 
honest convictions. In these times the man 
who quietly submits to peing held down tight 
by party lines cannot be a citizen of the highest 
and best olass.” 

Touching on the subjeet under consideration, 
the speaker said that bribery at eleetions could 
not be designated as the special evil of either 
political party. There was a good deal of it in 
each party and it unfortunately seemed to be 
en the increase. It seemed as if the violations 
ef law during election campaigns had besome 
s0 common thatthe public had ceased to feel 
any indignation in relation to them,

LIFE IN THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 


Dr. Titus Munson Coan lectured before 
the Geographical Society at Chickering Hall 
last night, where he told a big audience all 
about the beauties and drawbacks of life in the 
Sandwieb Islands.

EDISONS BIRTHDAY. 


HIS EMPLOYES CELEBRATE IT BY RE- 


FITTING HIS LABORATORY LIBRARY. 

ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 11.—For six weeks the 
persons employed at Edison’s laboratory here 
have been preparing for an elaborate recogni- 
tion ef the inventor’s forty-second birthday, 
which occurred to-day. When Mr. Edison 
entered the great library in the laboratory the 
two orthres small tables, as many odd chairs, 
atriplet ef well-worn rugs, anda dismantled 
clock, whieh had constituted the only furnish- 
ing of the big room outside the book shelves, 
had disappeared, and instead was an array of 
luxurious furniture which would break the res- 
olutiens of a medixval ascetic. Seven heavy, 
carved oak tables, a score anda half of hand- 
some leather-covered oak chairs, each bearing 
a@ carved monogramof “T. A. E.’’; a big gas-log 


burning brightly upon a pair of fantastic 
wrought-iron andirons, and the old cleck 
face, with new hands and regulated by wire di- 
rect from Washington. were the principal 
changes. That which elaimed Mr. Edison’s at- 
tention most was a full-sized phonograph of 
gold, silver, and steel, provided with the new 
automatic regulator for adjusting the pressure 
of the stylus upon the wax cylinder. 

“Tt is,”” said the inventor, “the first complete 
phonograph ever made. For three months [ 
have been at work on that reguiator, and [I com- 
pleted it on Saturday. The bothering old 
thumbscrews will be doneaway with, and there 
will be no more treubie about fixing the stylus 
at the proper elevation.” 

Beside the deak was a deep-cushioned and ad- 
jastable easy chair. On the table wae a silver 
eigar case with a hunting scene in relief. Near 
at hand was an engraved card bearing the 
legend: “The surrounéing outfit of laboratery 
conveniences are presented on his forty-seecond

He sent at once for a caterer, 
and luncheon was served for the 130 persons in 
the laboratory. 





JOHN GUY VASSARS WILL PROVED.

WRECKED BY DYNAMITE. 


THE CURIOUS ACCIDENT TO A TRAIN 
FROM STAMFORD. 

Passengers on train No. 31 of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroaa were 
startled about 9:20 o’cleck yesterday morning 
by an explosion which took place alongside the 
track about midway between William's Bridge 
and Bedford Park. The concussion .was s0 
great that the car windows were smashed into 
fragments and people were hurled from their 
seats. The train consisted of a baggage car, 
smoker, and three passenger coaches. The last 
coach escaped without injury, and in the bag- 
gage car there were but few windows broken, 
In the three other cars, however, every pane 
of glass was broken. Breken and powdered 
rzlass was hurled into the faees of the passen- 


gers, Many of whem were out about the faces 
and hands. No one, however, was dangerously 
injured. The train, which was a local from 
Stamford, was rushing along at aspeed of about 
40 miles an hour toward this city, whore it was 
due at 9:35 o’clock.

When asked why he had committed the deed, 
Reeves replied: ‘God told me, te do it’ 
At the station house he said: “He was my 
best friend, and as I was going away I wanted 
him to join me.” The priest was about 50 years 
olé and came to Memphis two years ago.

MARINE FAVORABLY RECRIVED. 

A bill to transfer. the revenue marine to 
the Navy Department was introduced in the 
Senate during the past week by Senator Chand- 
ler. The Senator has had in view more espe- 
cially the preparation of the bill for favorable 
action in the next session than during the pres- 
eut one. 

Of the many yarious bills introdueed during 
recent years having for their object the amal- 
gamation of the revenue marine with the navy, 
none has appeared eo favorable to all concerned 
asthe present one. It provides for the transfer 
of all the vesseis, officers, and men to the naval 


establishment from June 30, 1890, The officers 
transferred are ‘to retain their relative ranks as 
now provided by the Revised Statutes—-Cap- 
tains as Lieutenant-Commanders, First Licu- 
tenants as Senior Lieutenants, Seconda Lieuten- 
ants as Junior Lieutenants, Third Lieutenants 
as Ensigns, Chief Engineers as Passed Assistant 
Engineers, First Assistant Engineers as Assist- 
ant Engineers, (with relative rank of Junior 
Lieutenants,) and Second Assistant Engineers 
- a Engineers, (relative rank of En- 
signs. 

The promotions are te be made in the same 
manner as now carried on, there being no change 
in the standard or method of examination. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is to retain control of 
the vessels and the duties performed are to be 
ot the same character as heretofore. 

By this bill the officers of the revenue marine 
will getaretirement clause which dues not at 
present exist, and as a result some 18 officers 
who, by reason of age and physical defects, are 
nowon the active listand yet unable to do duty 
will be retired, This will cause a sudden jump 
in promotions. 

here has all along been manifested a strong 
9pposition on the part of officers of the revenue 
marine to go into the line of navy, and rightly 
so. The corps in point of stremgth and offi- 
ciency is, in the opinion ef many, aa strong as It 
could ever be under naval administration, 
and it has been only with just reason that the 
revenue marine offieers have strenueusly op- 
posed any measure which tended apparently to 
an overthrow of their strength But notwith- 
standing the efficiency of the corps and the 
professional attainments of the great mass of 
lts personnel, there has all along been a draw- 
back which tended to handieap its growth. 

This has been the meagreness of appropria- 
tions which have from time to time been meted 
out by Cengress. The absence of a retiring bill 
has also handicapped the corps, allowing the 
grades to become choked up with men inoapaci- 
tated for service. No provision is made fora 
fullnumber of physically and mentally quali- 
fled men in the different grades, all the statutes 
specifying merely a certain number of officers 
of each grade, Thus it has happened that much 
of the duty tn the service is being performed by 
aless number of officers than by right should 
be assigned to its performance, 

It is understoed that the present bill voiees 
the wishes ef the majority of the revenue ma- 
rine officers, and it is rumored that it was 
framed by a Captain in high standing in the 
service. Under the naval establishment the 
eorps can hope for more liberal appropriations, 
and by the provisions of the bill no opportu- 
nity is afforded of change of management to 
any other department than that of the Treas- 
ury. Just what action the officials of the Roev- 
enue Marine Division may take in the present 
instance remains to be eeen, though itis not at 
all unlikely that they, too, will faver the change 
and eagerly seize the chance of obtaining the 
service funds froim the naval appropriations, 





THE JUDGMENT NOT STAYED. 


ONLY THEIR APPEAL CAN HELP THE 
SUGAR TRUST MEN. 

Judge Barrett yesterday handed down 
the following decision on Mr. John E. Parsons’s 
application for a stay of the judgment against 
the North River Sugar Refining Company: 


“The only proceedings upon the judgment which 
can be stayed by a statutory undertaking is the 
issuing of an execution for the collection of the 
costs. In other respects, the judgment of execu- 
tion is self-execnting. An order staying proceed- 
ings upon the judgment would not restore the cor- 

oration to life, nor would it absolve its officers 
Tom obedience to aninjunction. Snch restoration 

gan only be elfected by a reversal of judgment. 
:‘* There is:no provisiou of the code for such a 
Stay in a case of this charaoter, and the sections to 
which reference is made by counsel are in terms in- 
applicable. This is not an appealfrom a judgment 
directing the delivery of personal property or the 
delivery of possession of real property. The Re- 
ceiver here takes the defendant's property not for 
the plaintiff's benefit, but as a necessary incident to 
the fudgment of dissolution. 

“The appeal therefore continues the situation 
precisely as itis. The corporation is still dissolved 
and its officers are still under the prohibition con- 
tinued in the judgment. There they must remain 
until reversed. Meanwhile the property must be 
secured and protected.. That duty develves upon 
the Receiver, and can be performed by him alone. 
The court will undoubtedly instruct him to make 
no sale or distribution of the property pending the 
—— To that extent the defendants may take an 
orderupon the present application. In all other 
—- however, such application mast be de. 
ne 





LOSS BY THE OONSTABLE HOOK FIRR. 

The fire in the yard of the Standard Oil 
Company at Constable Hook, which began soon 
after 9 o'clock Sunday evening, burned until 4 
o’elock yesterday morning. By that time it had 
eonsumed everything in the giue factory, in 
which it started, as well as the building itself, 
a@ three-story structure, 220 by 130 feet. The 
building contained nide olippings ready for 
manufacture into gine, valned at from $15,000 
to $20,000, about $2,000 worth of lubricating 
oil, and $7,000 worth of barrels. Building and 
contents were valued at $70,000. The loss will 
not fall below that figure, aceording to the com- 
pany’s estimate, although there is hope of find- 
ing some of the glue unburned. There was no 
insuranee. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. It started 
among the glue stock, whichi: not regarded aa 
Hable to combustion. The oil was in a remote 
part of the building. Steam pipes run into the 
building fer drying as well as heating purposes, 
but the boilers are 500 feet away, and on Sun- 
day the fires in the boilers are barely kept alive 
to prevent the pipes from freezing. None of the 
, other buildings in the yard were injured, as they 
‘stand seme distance apart as a precaution 
| against such 4 disaster. 

General Manager Alexander was summoned 
to the fire Sunday night ahd remained in the 
, yard threugh yesterday morning. He sald the 
cempany had had no trouble with its men at 
Constable Heok and he id not suspect in- 
cendiarism. He thought a spark from @ watch- 
man’s pipe quite as likely a cause of the fire asa 
anything else, but for this opinion he claimed 
no foundation except surmise,

The annual meeting of the corporation,of. 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art was. held in, 
the Trustees’ room at the museum building yes-' 
terday afternoon. There was'a fall meeting, 
and the following-named gentlemer were elect-> 
officers for the ensuing year: President—Henry 

. G. Marquand; First Vice-President—William C. 
Prime; Second Vice-President—Daniel Hunt-: 
ington; Treasurer—-Salem H.-Wales; Secretary’ 
—Louis P. Di Cesnola. D. O. Mills, J. Pierpont. 
Morgan, and Robert W. De Forest were elected 
Trustees to serye until February, 1895. The 
three vacancies in the board were occasioned, 
by the-death of Joseph W. Drexel:and the ex-} 
piration of the.terms-of ‘Balem H. Wales and D-. 
O. Mills, 

Upon ths announcementiof the determination, 
of John Taylor;Johnston to retire. from the: 
Presidency, which-he has’ held ever'since the 
organization of the: Museum Assosiation, Mr. 
Henry G. Marquand paid.a very earnest tribute. 
to Mr. Johnsten’s long administration, Mr.. 

/Marquand wasrequested by a-unanimous vote; 

to have his remarks printed for preservation’ 
and distribution among the members of the 
corporation. Mr. Johnston’s retirement was 

‘made neeessary by ill health. He was yesterday 
elected honorary President.for life. 

The annual report of the Trustees contained 
® detailed financial statement. forthe year end- 
ing Jan..1, 1889, and alist of the investments 
of the funds of’ thé institution, together with 


acknowledgments of contributions during the 
year and comments on the condition and future 
policy of the institutfon. The gratifying state- 

ment was made that the work of the past year 

bree been accomplished without -inourring- any 
ebt. 

The total:value of the Droperty of the Museum 
Jan. l was estimated at $2,252,705 73—an in- 
crease of $558,863 over the previeus year, 
Since this report was made up, however, the 
princely donatious of Henry G. Marquand and, 

rs. Lucy W. Drexel have been received. Mr, 
Marquand’s coliection of of€ masters is valued, 

, at at least $500,000 and Mrs. Drexel’s gift at 
something over $200,000, so that now the pos- 
sessions of the Museum. are believed tobe worth 
about $3,000,000. 

In congratulating the membersof the Museum: 
corporation on the increased power and influ-: 
ence of the institution the Trustees called at-' 
tention to the fact that the educational value of 
the collections has been greatly enhaneed. For 
example, the Museum has long exhibited its 
large collections of Archaic, Greek, and Phoni- 
clan art. Their value was prominently in the 
fact that they illustrated the connections be- 
tween ancient Asiatic and Egyptian art and the 
art of Greece, which has such dominant power 
in the civilized world even in our own day. 
Standing alone they were interesting to all 
thoughtful visitors and valuable to students 
and scholars of all parts of the world. There 
has been added an extensive series of casts of 
Assyrian and Egyptian sculpture and of the 
works of the Greeks in their best pertod. The 
result is a continuous and unbroken history “of 
the art of sculpture from the earliest ages down 
to and through the finest Greek period. 

, The addition of the new buiiding enables the 

Museum to bring together in visible order its 
valuable cellections of ancient and medixval 
glass; so that this aré is illustrated in its long 
history at least as well in this museum as in 
any ether, and in some respects very much bet- 
ter than elsewhere, 

The generosity of hir, Maxwell Sommerville, 
who has deposited with the museum fora long 
period his magnificent illustrations of the 
triumphs of gly ptic art, affords an exbibition of a 
great variety of splendid gems, which cannot 
but be of the highest instructive importance. 
Mr. Sommerville’s collections contain many re- 
nowned exampies, which will afford for the first 
time in America as ample faculty for the study 
of glyptic art as can be found anywhere in 
Europe. 

The fewand scattered examples of anelent 
Egyptian art which have heretofore been exhib- 
ited have now taken their places in proper 
order in the extensive Egyptian collection 
which the Museum has reeently acquired. This 
collection was formed by Prof, G. Maspero, the 
former Director of the Boulak Museum and 
Superintendent of the explurations in Egypt. 

The art schools, it is reported, have been 
prosperous and more useful than ever during the 
year. It has been unfortunate heretofore that 
the limited room in the musenm building has 
made it necessary to conduet the schools in a 
building elsewhere in the eity. Arrangements 
have been made to remove them into com- 
modious rooms in the museum building Oot. 1. 
Students will thus have coastant access to the 
examples of art in all departments, and the in- 
creased facilities thus afforded for instruction 
will add largely to the power for good now ex- 
erted by these schools, 

The library is now located in a convenient 
room in the new building, A working art 
library, which is also essentially a historieal 
library, is a necessity to the institution. 

Among the larger receipts of the year, 
amounting to $268,835 12, are: Bequest of 
Catherine L. Wolfe, $200,000; annual members, 
$16,115; admission fees, $4,599 50; sales of 
handbooks, &e., $5,644 85; public parks appro- 
priatie:, $15,000; Willard fund, $16,646 33. 
Among the expenses were: Current expenses, 
$33,751 16; toward support of the Art School, 
$10,573 77; purchases by the Willard Arohi- 
tectural Commission, $16,646 33. 

The Trustees. met after the corporation meet- 
ing and briefly considered the question of an 
electric plant for the Museum. It was resolved 
that, in view of the Mayor’s veto of the action 
of the Board of Aldermen giving the Museum 
Trustees permission to proceed with their own 
plan for lighting the building, without publicly 
advertising for proposals, nothing ceulad be 
done just yet. The matter was laid over for 
further consideration.

ARGUMENTS PRESENTED BEFORE THE 
HARBOR LINE BOARD. 

A public hearing was given by the New- 
York Harbor Line Board yesterday to the por- 
sons interested in the proposed utilization of 
the Jersey Flats between Constable Hook and 
Craven Point for the purposes of docks and 
Dasins. 

Mr. W. M. Imbre appeared in behalf of 12 
property owners on the water front. He said 
that no objection to the proposed scheme had 
been made by any property owners on the 
water front. The Central Railrvuad of New- 


Jersey, though not represented as a petitioner, 
was heartily in favor of having the work done, 
as ib would connect the commerce coming into 
New-York Harbor with the railroads. The 
promoter of the seheme, he said, was the Point 
Breeze Ferry Improvement Company. 

Mr. Imbre said thatin behalf of his constitu- 
ency he had secured from the Jersey Legislature 
the right to utilize the flats as far out into the 
harbor as that body had authority. This per- 
mission was useless unless the United States 
coupled with it the right to extend pters and 
docks out to the deep-water line. The line 
which the board is asked to fix as the harbor 
line is two miles from high-water mark, and the 
land intervening is covered by from two to six 
feet of water at high tide. 

Mr. Imbre explained that if the permission to 
construct to the deep-water line were granted 
the completion ef the work would give New- 
York Harbor a system of docks and basins that 
would exeel even those which have made Liver- 
pool famous. He urged that New-York, City 
would be the greatest beneficiary by the im- 
provement. 

A letter was read from the New-York Chamber 
of Cemmerce urging upon the board that if 
these flats were filledin there was danger to 
the channels of the lower harbor, as the sweep 
of the waters of the Hudson River over the flats 
served to give the currents an impetus which 
kept the channels from filling in, 


EXPLOSION 1N A SUBWAY. 

An explosion eceurred in the electric 
subway in front of 142 Pearl-street shortly 
before 5 o’elock yesterday afternoon, which 
tore up the street pavement for a radius of 12 
feet. Paving stones were hurled into the air, 
but fell back harmless. No one was injured, 
nor was any damage done te neighboring bulld- 


ings. Thereisa manhole at the point where 
the explosion oceurred, and the gas-supply pipe 
orosses the subway at this manhole, A strong 
oder of gas was noticed for several hours after 
the explosion, and it is supposed that some of 
the electric wires had become eorossed and had 
produced an electric spark, thereby exploding 
@ quantity of gas which had leaked out from the 
pipe. 

Workmen were sent to the aceneimmediately, 
and after a burried examination declared that 
they could find no leak in the gas pipe. A 
thorongh examination will be made this 
morning.

JOE DONOGHUE’S MANY VICTORIES IN 
THE OLD WORLD RINKS. 

The Umbria ‘brought ever yesterday a 

“lad who was born and reared in Newburg-on- 

- the-Hudson, and who, though; he celebrated his

M. Sacks, who went to Europe with him and 
accompanied -him™~ througheut his victerious 
journey.

L-where they found:about the same sort of Winter 


j as they had left behind them. They journeyed 
on.to. Amsterdam. and took part in the matches 
which-were to decide the championship of the 
‘world which began Jan. 8. The first day 
‘breughtitogether:32 eompetitors, representing 


England,.Germany, Austria, Swedeu, Norway, 
Russia, Holland, and Belgium. Theice was soft, 
‘but there were 20,000 persons about the rink, 
which Mr. Sacks describes as being the finest in 
‘the world. The course had .two turns to the 
‘mile, The race was # half'mile, there being 
only two persons in each of the 16’ heats, The 
pfour fastest men raced in the final heat 
‘Donoghue did not ges into the final heat, 
‘dDecause, in the first heat his competitor 
rimade a false start, and Donoghue, 
looking around to see where the former 
‘Was, ran into a post and fell down. He 


the course in 1:22, within four-fifths of a sec- 
end of the fastest time ever made. The second 
‘day the erowd was an enermous one. The 
‘course was a mile in length. His chief com- 
“petitor was Von Pauschin, the Russian cham- 
pion. The contest was exceedingly close, Don- 
‘oghne making the goal in 3:05 and Von Pau- 
schin tn 2:59 4-5. In this race Donoghue held 
the lead until within one stake of the finish, 
when Ven Pauschin dashed past him and'won 
by two yards. For this race, however, Don- 
.oghne had only two days’ practice, while his 
rival had been practicing since the early part of 
Octeber. 

The greatest match was held the third day. 
The ice was very soft, and it had not been be- 
| Meved the night before thatthe race could be 
‘held. But the ‘racers were aroused at 6 o’clock 
in the morning, and at'7 o’closk were on the ice 
in the presence of fully 25,000 spectators. The 
oourse was over two miles. From the start 
‘Donoghue took the lead and kept it to just be- 
fore the mile turn, then Ven Pauschin caught up 
and the struggle began to become desperate, 
Denoghue skating 20 to the Russian’s 32 
pstrokes. But notwithstanding Von Pauschin’s 
jenormous power of stroke, Denoghue won, 
yamid the greatest enthusiasm, in 6:24, beat- 
‘ing the world’s record by 19 seconds. The 
** Yankee Doodle,” Mr. Sacks 
- said, and the Stars and Stripes were hoisted. 
Donoghue was carried from the lee by the ad-

. Inthe evening Von Pauschin and Donoghue, 
With Mr. Sacks, started for Vienna, and after a 
46 hours’ ride arrived just in time to go upon 
theice. This was Jan. 13, and Crown Prince 
Rudolph.occupied the royal box at the rink. 
\The two new-eomers and Van Blatter, the Aus- 
‘trian champion, were entered in this one-mile 
race, over 1,600 meters. Mr. Sacks, in order to 
‘make the record quite correct, had the distance 
‘changed to 1,609 meters, or an English mule, 
When the start was made Van Blatter was 

uickly Jeft behind. Donoghue went to the 
*‘fere and kept the lead to the three-quarter 
mark. There he was 60 yards ahead, when the 
Russian lessened the distance, going 35 strokes 
to Donoghue’s 20. At the last turn the 
Russian caught up and for 75 yards 
the competitors were nesk and neek. The 
finish resulted in the Russian winning by afoot 
or in 2:57 against Donoghue’s 
2:57 1-5. This race broke the records of the 
world for the distance. The Secretary of the 
American Legation asked for another race, the 
prize to befor a cup, to be presented by the 
Amorican Minister, and worth 1,000 guilders, 
but the Russian refused to enter. Doneghue 
‘started alone, however, and made the two- 
mile race in 6:28 2-5. Because of this perform- 
ance Prince Rudolph presented Donoghue, 
through the Vienna Skating Club, with a very 
valuable solitaire diamond ring. 

The next visit was to Hamburg, whieh was 
reached Jan. 15. That day Donoghue beat the 
German champion, Harms, and raced 7,500 
metres, making the fastest recoraed time, 
16:45, and beating all competitors. Then 
Berlin was reached, but the ice was too soft to 
use, and it was decided to return to Amsterdam, 
where a 10-mile race, a 5-mile race, and a 
1-mile race for the Netherlands prize were to 
be contested, but were not because of the warm 
weather. The International raceat Cambridge, 
England, was not skated for the same reason, 
Then a return was made to this country. 

Donoghue will go to Newburg, and, should 
the river freeze over, will attempt to smash 
some more records. He will try to break the 
mile roller-skating record at the games of the 
National Amateur Athletic Association in 
Madison-Square Garden in a short time. He 
will return to Eurepe next season. 

In June Mr. 8acks will take to various towns in 
England, and to Paris, Brussels, and Amsterdam 
the team of the National Amateur Athletic As- 
sociation. They will stay abroad three months, 
Both Mr. Sacks and young Donoghue describe 
the trip as far beyond their expectation, both 
as to pleasure and success.

“PROMPT SOLUTION OF THE EAST SIDE 
TRAFFIC QUESTION PROMISED. 
| The Elm-street improvement'is a matter 
that has been-before the-municipal autherities, 
im one way or another, almost continuously for 
. several years. During Mayor Hewitt’s admin- 
s1stration the matter:was many times made the 
| subject of hearing and inquiry by the Board of 
Streets Openings and Improvement, and only 
the hesitancy of the Mayor himself and the re- 
spect accorded him by the ether city officials 
composing the board prevented its settlement 
early in his term of oftice. Yesterday a new 
board took the-subject up, and in.a business- 
r like way, Which promiees the early settlement 
- of the question one way or another. 
In the new board are three men who were not 
, members of the Hewitt board. They are May- 
or Grant, Commissioner of Public Works PB. 
Lowber Smith, and President J. H. V. Arnold 
of the Board of Aldermen. There were be- 
-Bides present, Controller Theodore W. Myers, 
and President of the Park Board J. Hampden 
Robb, who were perfectly familiar with the 
question, Yesterday had been specially set 
aside for the hearing of the interested parties, 
and when Mayor Grant called the mecting to 
order, he at ence demanded that some reason- 
‘able system should be observed in the 
‘hearing. The board accordingly directed that 
an hour should be given toseach.side, and then 
*the Mayor took the names of those who were 
intending to be heard. For the petitioners ap- 
} Feared John H, Strahan, O. B. Potter, Charles 
. Kitehel, Leo Senlessinger, Mr. Hayes, and 
H. B. Stetson, Opposed to the improvement,

Jehn H. Strahan, who was first heard in behalf

his administration. There were no reasons 
‘that could be advanced at this time that 
had not been urged against the measure time 
Fand time again and each time overruled. 
. Every consideration of municipal economy and 
‘public welfare urged the immediate entry upon 
the scheme of improvement. 

Charles H. Kithel, who appeared for the own- 
,ers of over $4,000,000 worth of property along 
‘ the line, said the board had the power to make 
} the improvement, a large proportion of prop- 
erty owners along the line asked for it, and the 
‘public cenvenience demanded it. The’ develop- 
ment and destiny of the city demanded new out- 
lets from the commercis! institutions of the 
, eity to the depots and wharves whence their 
merchandise was sent to ail parts of the world, 
.To the wholesale district above Chambera-street 
; there was no adequate avenue of approach or 
outlet east of Broadway. The demands of trans- 
it: and trafiic from the business part of the city 
>to the residence portions were not now supplied 
by existing thoroughfares. For laek of these 
the population legitimately belonging to New- 
York Oity had been drifting away from it. 

O. B. Potter said he had been in favor of the 
improvement for 15 years, and the more he 
looked atit the more he favored it. Now was 
the time to effect the improvement. The prop- 
erty was comparatively cheap. It did not 
pay more than 3 or 4 per cent. upon its taxable 
vaiue. In his judgment, even if the eity 
were to pay the entire oost of the improve- 
‘ment, the cost would be recovered within the 
next 25 years in the ordinary process of taxa- 
tien upon the inereased valne of the property 
that weuld result from the improvement. There 
would be a line of mercantile establishments 
from one end of the new street to the other 
almost as soon as it should be completed. The 
new street would confer general benefits upon 
the ny | Tar in excess of its cost. 

Col. & V. R. Cruger said he was opposed to 
the work because of its extravagance, which 
was not justified. It would cost from $2,500,- 
000 to $3,000,000, whereas Centre-street could 
be improved along the same relative lines fora 
few hundrea thousands. But if the beard 
should conclude to order the Elm-street im- 
provement, he believed the city should beara 
eonsiderable part of the expense. 

Mr. Van Zandt advanced all of his old-time

URES OF STAND ALLOTMENTS. 

Some interesting things: happened yester- 
day in the course of the inquiry by the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts into the alleged unfairness 
in the distribution of the standsin the new West 
Washington Market.

@ stand was found in the offiee of the investigat- 
ors. He. has only recently been put into plaeo 
there. He is the mysterious, confidential, and 
genial “Col.” Theodore A. Hamilton, who has 
been the repository of the secrets of municipal 
administration for several decades. The Com- 
missioners of Accounts suspended the Colonel 
from duty, and his return to it will depend on 


. their determination of the degree of his turpi- 


tude. 
Mayor Orestes Cleveland of Jersey; City was 
the first witness yesterday. He had used his 


“influence to procure stands in the new’ market 


for his brother-in-law, W. H. Hoag, and, it nad 


been inferréd, he had also made use of hie infiu- 
ence to get stands for a firm which had paid his 
brother-in-law’s partners $1,000 fortheir stands 
in the old market, then aboat to be abandoned, 
on condition that the purchaser should get bene- 
fitsin the new market. Mayor Cleveland said 
that he had known the late Superintendent 
Kelso:for over 40 years.

John Curley then testified that after he had 
applied personally to Superintendent Kelso for 
a stand, and had interested Congressman 4 pl 
nola in his behalf, *Col.’”’ Hamilten visited him 
and told him he would do what he oould for 
him. Thereafter “Col.”’ Hamilton did a great 
deal of running fer him, tn eonsideration of 
which he gave the Colonel $45 “asa present,” 
at the same time telling him that he would not 
give five cents to any man in office for a favor. 
Mr. Curley considered that Congressman Spi- 
nola got his stand for him, although 
“Col.” Hamilton told him that he had 
seen Superintendent Kelso and _ had 
“fixed” it. He had given the mone 
te Hamilton as ‘‘a& present,” but Damilton h 
asked him for it, and had told him he was going 
to buy boxes of cigars for Superintendent Kelso 
and a present for Chief Clerk Graham McAdam. 
Mr. Curley had merely said in response to 
this that he gave the money to him for himself, 
but he could use it as he pleased.

Counsel Wickes. 

“Jim Kelso. I asked him if he couldn’t 
lower Curley’s rent. Afterward I asked him if 
he couldn’t give Onrley acorner stand.’”’ Then 
“Col.” Hamilton declared impressively that, al- 
though he know all the city »flicers, he had 
never paid a cent toone of them. He was in 
the habit of asking them to drink and smoke. 
He did not think he had told Mr. Curley ne had 
given Mr. Kelse boxes ef cigars. He might 
have sald, “ When it’s allover I will give them 
some cigars.” Asfor the $14 for Mr. McAdam 
“Cel.” Hamilton said Mr. Curley was mis- 
taken. “The amount was absurd.” 

“Tam uot mistaken. You told me that and 
about the cigars,” cried Mr, Curley. 

The “Colonel” went om to say that he treated 
Mr. McAdam and the latter treated him. That 
was allright. As for the use of money, he had 
paid for Mr. Curley’s permit and given an extra 
dellar to the clerk who wroie it. He also dis- 
tributed baseball tickets in the Controller’s 
office, and once he gave Mr. Kelso a box of 
Perfectos. The Colonel was sure that he had 
spent Curley’s money in treating. It had helped 
to make him “solia” with the city officers. Mr. 
Curley had been with him when he spent some 
of the money on the day the market waa opened, 
and he proved by Mr. Curley that one of his 
checks for drinks was for $3 50. Excepting in 
the way of “solidity” and drinks he had made 
nothing out of the market business. He would 
swear to that on his father’s grave. 

Richard D. Brown, the marketman whom De 
‘Lancey Nicoll accused of perjury last week, ap- 
peared and apologized for his statement that he 
did net know what was erased before the entry 
of “ Barrels, $75,” was made in his ledger Nov. 
21 last. He said thatif he geese hymself he 
did it from a good motive. he entry had -been 
* Boodler, $75.” It steod for $75 he had paid 
his friend and fellow-marketman, Joseph Car- 
son, for his influence in having his stands moved 
to avoid a brick arch. He had desired not to 
reveal Mr. Carson. Hence his falsity. 

“Did Carson tell you what he did with the 
money ?” asked Commissioner Holahan. 

“ Ne, Sir.” 

Joseph Carson, whe was a witness last week 
and listened to Brewn “‘ perjuring himself like a 
gentleman,” was recalled. He said he had 
heard Brown declare he would give $100 to 
have his stands, or the arch separating them, 
moved. Mr. Carson said he thought he could 
‘fix’ the matter. He saw Mr. McAdam and 
Mr. Brown’s stands were moved. Then Mr. 
Brown insisted on giving him $75 for his 
trouble. He took it and used the money for 
himself. Ne city officer got even sight ef ft 
He thought that Mr. Brown had unnecessarily 
sworn as he did swear. 

Berjamin W. Otis of the firm of Ege & Otis 
testified that his firm had six stands in the old 
market. It got six stands on its own applica- 
tion, and, through the help of Hoag & €o., to 
which firm he gave $1,000, it got two more. He

eight etands together. Mr. Otis admitted that 
he was a member of the committee appeinted 
by the Marketmen’e Association to see that the 
stands in the new market were fairly appor- 
tioned. He knew that, although he got eight 
stands, seme old marketmen got none. 

Commissioner Holahan ruled out a question 
as to whether Mr. Otis considered in the -icht 
of such results that he had dene his whele daty 
as acommitteeman. Mr. Otis then told whathe 
had done asacommitteeman. He had, for in- 
stanee, protested against the allotment of stands 
to politicians like Themas P. Walsh. The money 
he paid te Hoag & Co. was nominally for that 
firm’s two stands in the old market, but really 
it was forthe purchase of two more stands in 
the new market. By increasing his holding in 
the old market he was enabied to apply for 
eight stands in the new one.

HELP FOR EX-CONFEDHRATES. 


GEN. SHERMAN MAKES SUGGESTIONS AS 
TO HOW IT MAY BE GIVEN. 

Major James H. Stewart, who is here to 
solicit aid for the Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
at Austin, Texas, has persuaded Gen, Sherman 
that the project is a deserving one. After the 
first interview on the subject Gen. Sherman 
submitted an opinion and suggestions in a let- 
ter to Major Stewart, in which, after vouching 


for the charitable impulses of the people of this 
city he wrote: . 

“But Austin is.aleng way off, and citizens whe 
are able and willing i give will naturally wish to 
know what has been done by ‘the State and local 
authorities, what number are now provided for, and 
an approximate number who need assistance, Tne 
United States makes liberal provision for the Union 
seldiers, and most of the Southern States have 
houses for their infirm and disabled soldiers. 

“I would advise that at your meeting to-morrow 
night you appoint an Kxecygtive Committee to pre- 
pare a circular inviting subscriptions, appointing a 
Secretary and Treasurer, and giving all the data 
necessary for a perfect understanding of the case. 

“With such an organization and such a circnlar 
Pata can appeal to the rich and generous, for ‘char- 

ty, like the dews of heaven, falls alike on the just 
and unjost.’ 

‘*Though I would prefer another method for min- 
istering to the wants of the Confederate soldier 
made prematurely ola by the vicissitudes of a war 
he could not prevent, I am willing to say that any 
means to relieve their wants meets my sympathy, 
and I wish you all success.” 

After receiving this letter Major Stewart 
called on Gen, Sherman to explain that the 
Texas Constitution prevented the extension of 
Btate aid to the home, and that private dona- 
tions in that seetion had about reached their 
limit, $16,000, With tnat money sixteen acres 
of land and a farmhouse near Austin were 
bought, and in two years help bad been pro- 
vided for 113 maimed veterans. There were now 
34 inmates, who lived in the farmhouse and a9 
tent. Nearly all were blind or bedridden. More 
than 100 applications were on file, but nothing 
could be done. A home suitable for from 250 
to 400 inmates, with a fund behind it to main- 
tain it, was what was needed. Gen. Sherman 
said he wished Congress would throw open ail 
os Soldiers’ Homes for disabied soldiers on both 
sides. 

The plan of procedure suggested in Gen. 
Sherman’s letter was followed at Saturday 
night’s meeting. Major Stewart reports en-

WIRES GOING UNDER GROUND. 
THE WINTER WORK OF THE BOARD OF 
ELECTRICAL CONTROL. 

Persons passing up or down Broadway at 
any time during the past two months have no- 
tieed huge reels of eables standing by yawning 
holes im the pavement, the cable disappearing 
slowly down the holes and unwinding from the 
reels. The poles and wires still daisfigure the 
city’s greatest thoroughfare, but these revolv- 
ingreels are evidence that the nuisanee is soon 
to disappear. With the advent of the Winter 
season the work of building conduits under the 
supervision of the Board ef Electrical Control 
ceased, but the wires can be drawn into the-sub- 
ways already provided as wellin cold. weather 
as in warm, and this work is being proseeuted 
ina very rapid manner. It is claimed by the 
Board of Electrical Control that about 4,500 
miles of wire are already under ground or 
stretched on the structures of the elevated rail- 
roads, which practically amounts to the same 
thing, and by the Ist of May the poles on 
Broadway will be stripped of the wires of the 
Western Union and telephone sree. one 
such of them as do not carry electric light 
wires can be removed. The Fire Depariment ig 
new putting its cables into the subways at the 
rate of abeut 12 miles of wire a day, and the 
electric light companies: are preparing to make 
use of the conduits as soon as the cables con- 
tracted for them can be delivered. 

Two different lines of cable are now In process 
of being placed under ground on Broadway. 
The Western Union Company is drawing in 
cables from Twenty-third to Thirty-fourth 
street, where they will cenneet with the wires 
attached to the Sixth-avenue elevated railroad, 
and go thence to Fifty-eighth-street. As soon 
&s this connection is made the company 
— to remove its poles on Broadway 

etween Thirty-fourth and Feurteenth streets, 
and on Sixth-avenue north of Twenty-third- 
strect, provided the city removes its wires 
from them. As the Fire Department cables 
will probably be all under ground on this line 
by the time the Western Union conneetion 
is made, there is good ground for hope 
that this important section of the city will 
be freed trom poles and overhead wires within 
the next twe months. During the last year the 
Western Union has removed 260 of its over- 
head wires, and about 100 miles of wires 
stretched over housetops in the lower partof 
the city, and it expeots during the Spring te 
connect a sufficient number of vables through 
the subway from the Western Union Building 
to Piers13 and 18 North River to enable it to 
remove some 100 overhead wires between those 
points. 

The other company which is now engaged in 
utilizing the Broadway subways is the Man- 
hattan Electric Light Company, which has the 
credit ofbeing the firat electric light company 
to make use of the conduits and practically 
test their efficiency. The cable which it drew 
into the One Hundred ana Twenty-fifth- 
street subway, between Third, Lexington, 
and Fourth avenues, bas proved perfectiy 
successful, and the company has in conse- 
quence removed all its carrying poles on the 
north sideof One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
street, six in number on the two biecks. Mr. 
Leslie, General Managerof the Manhattan Com- 

any, in a letter to the Hon. Theodore Moss, 
Secretary of the Board of Electrical Control, 
says of these eables: ‘* They have been oper- 
ated continuously since Jan. 11 of this’ year 
with the most satisfactory resalts,and we re- 
gard their use to be not only permanent, but 
economical and desirable, and shall extend our 
underground service in that locality and in all 
other localities in this city as rapidly as sub- 
ways are previdea.” This company is now en- 
gaged in drawing into the subways on Sixth- 
avenue, between Eighteenth and Fifty-cighth 
streets, and Broadway between Fourteenth and 
Fifty-eighth streets, over 40,000 feet of cable, 
and expects to have it in successful operation 
within three weeks, immediateiy after which it 
promises to begin still more important exten- 
sions of its proposed underground system. 

The New-York idea that the electric wires 
must De buried has spread rapidiy to otherlarge 
cities, and Boston, St. Louis, and Toronto are 
all seeking to follow the example of New-York 
and get rid of the dangerous nuisance of over- 
head wires. Each of these cities naturally turns 
to New-York, where the problem of burying the 
wires has been thus far successfully grappled 
with, for information. Mayor George W. Allien 
ef St. Louis writes to the Board of Electrical 
Control asking in regard to the working of the 
conduit system here, as do also the Citizens’ 
Association of Boston and the City Clerk of 
Toronto. Secretary Moss has answered each of 
the letters, stating that the conduit system is a 
success, and that while the first cost of burying 
the wires is greater than that of stringing them 
overhead, the underground system is in the end

TO BE OPENED 8% PATRIOR’S DAY. 
The new wing of St. Francis Xavier's 
College, in West Sixteenth-street, has been com- 
pleted, and the formal opening and dedication 
will take place on St. Patriek’s Day. 
‘The new building, whieh was presented to the 
college by one of the Jesuit Fathers, is 184 feet 


long, 86 feet high, and 62 feet deep. A lecture 
hall, which runs through three floors, has a 
capacity of 1,000 persons. The atage in this 
hallis 58 by 19 feet, and te deaden the noise from 
the street there is a an rs corridor. At the 
éast end of the building is the library of the 
college, 68 feet long and 26 feet wide. On the 
first floor are a number of pariors for the recep- 
tion of visitors. The upper rooms are oecupted 
by the pricsts and Professors of the college. 

In the erection of the building several styles 
of architecture have been blended, and the de- 
signer calls the result of his work the modern 
treatment of classical architecture. The front 
of the building is relieved by two bays of 28 
fest in width, projecting about 12 feet beyond 
the face of the main building, square in plan in 
basement and first story, octagenal in the seo- 
ond and third. At the fourth fioor the face of the 
structure returns again to the building line. 
The interior trimmings, asis customary in all 
buildings erected by the Jesuits, are of the mest 
solid and simple kind. The cost of the atruct- 
ure was $100,000. 


BROOKLYN’S CREDIT GOOD. 

The proposals for the $600,000 water 
loan bonds and local improvement bonds, to be 
issued by the city of Brooklyn, were opened 
yesterday by Mayor Chapin and Deputy Con- 
troller Brinkerhoff. The water bends are to 
run until January, 1909, at 3 per eont., while 


the local improvement bonds, also bearing 3 
per cent., expire as follows: $100,000 payable 
Feb. 13, 1904; $100,000 payable Feb. 13, 1905; 
$100,000 payabie Feb. 13, 1906; $100,000 pay- 
able Feb. 13, 1907; $100,000 payable Feb. 13, 
1908; $100,000 payable Feb. 13, 1909; $100,- 
000 payable Feb. 13, 1910; $100,000 payable 
Feb. 13, 1911; $100,000 payable Feb. 13, 1912; 
$100,000 payable Feb. 13, 1913. 

There were seven bids in all, the bidders be- 
ing the Nassau Trust Company, the Dime Sav- 
ings Bank, Vermilye & Co., D. Moran, Blake 
Brothers & Co.,and Moller & Co. The entire 
lot of $1,600,000 worth of bonds were sold to 
Vermilye & Co. at their bia of 106.89 for the 
local improvement bonds and 105 for the water 
bonds. 

Mayor Chapin was very much pleased at the 
result. It showed eonciusively, he said, that 
Brooklyn’s credit was good, and that tkere 
would be very little treuble in floating a 3 per 
eoent. bond In the future.

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CRUSHED BY A HUGH WAVE 


TERRIBLE EFFECTS OF A BILLOW WHICH 
BOARDED LA GASCOGNE, 

The steamship La Gascogne, Capt. San« 
telli, which arrived yesterday from Havre, bore 
forcible evidence about her deck fixtures of a 
fierce struggle with Neptune at his worst. The 


» story of her Captain, corroborated by the bent 


and twisted rail, the shattered bria<e, and flag 
tened lookout turrets, gave every reason to be- 
lieve that the good ship had been subjected to 
an. experience unusual even with the regulag 
liners whose business it is to battle with the 
stormy Atlan tie. 

The damage to the vessel, however, was tha 
smailest item in the whole account. Three 
bruised and battered sailors were lying in their 
bunks below, the victims of a tremendous wava 
which boarded the ship in the first part of her 
passage, while another brave seaman had al- 
ready been consigned to Davy Jones’s locker, 
having been fatally crushed by the same irre- 
sistibie force. 

La Gasaqogne left Havre at noon Feb. 2. From 
the first she was tossed about by a heavy sea 
All day Sunday the wind howled and shrieked 

‘through the taut rigging, and the spray flew in 

@ constant cleud over the deck. Thunder and 
lightning, witb occasional squalls of rain, added 
to the effeot of the storm. Monday morning at 
about 7 o’clock the chief officer and four sailors 
were on the bridge. The furyof the gale was at 
its height, the wind blowing frem the north- 
northwest. 

Suddenly a wall of water was seen approach- 
ing from the starboard hand. As far as the eyes 
could reach, this threatening mountain range of 
water extended. it seemed to the men on the 
bridge nearly as high as the masthead, and was 
described by them as appearing like an up- 
heavail due to some submarine cause rather 
than to the mere force of the gale. They await- 
ed its approach fearfully, but did not have very 
leng to wait. It struck the vessel like a batter- 
ing ram, emptying tons of water on the deck 
just abaft the foremast and sweeping every- 
thing before it. All on the bridge were thrown 
down, one man having his arm broken by being 
thrown against the steering house. Auncther, 
Ives Menout, was literally crushed to death, hig 
injuries being entirely internal. He was uncon« 
seious when taken to his berth, immediately 
afterward, and died without coming to. The 
chief officer was the only one who escaped un- 
injured. Two of the seamen will, however, be 
able to resume work to-day. 

It would be hard to realize how great the 
Strength of the wave was without seeing the 
havoc it wrought on the bridge, The stout sheet- 
iron turret, where the lookout is stationed, on 
the port end of the bridge, was crumpled up 
like pasteboard. The rails, wreughé iron an inch 
and a half in diameter, were twisted and bens 
like copper wire, and the weodwork about the 
chart room was split and torn asif by an ex- 
plosion. For the next few hours the gale 
seemed to increase if anything. It had mod- 
erated sufficiently the next day, however, to 
admit of the faneral of the aead saflor. 

La Gascogne reached port without any further 
difficulty, coming by a course much further te 
the south than usual, but making quick time.
